Story of the Engineer. 

The only part of the hotel left standing at 
this hour 1s a strip of wall about ten feet wide 
attached to the flat building -adjoining in 
Sixth avenue.

When seen this 
morning, he said: 

„I was raking my fires when I saw a puff of 
smoke in the elevator shaft at the end of the 
corridor.

Solemn’ pledges were made 
that the prohibition limits should be kept sa- 
cred, and with that understanding annexation 
was carried.

Capt. Hardenbrook’s Statement. 


Capt. Hardenbrook was asked if he either 
affirmed or denied the charges made relative 
to his management of the ball. 

Taking a pencil he wrote the following: 

All statements made in the press, so far as 
they allege or imply any misrepresentation or 
wrongdoing, are absolutely false and un- 
tine. 

That,“ said he, is my answer.“ 

“Have yo@ been expecting this turn of 
affairs, Captain?“ 

TJ am nat surprised. A military man is 
not surprised at anything. I have been ex- 
pecting some such outcome to the ugly and 
absolutely false stories that have gained circu- 
lation about me. Ido not look like an un- 
happy man, do I? Iam perfectly at ease, be- 
cause Ican prove as absolutely false any and 
all the charges made against me. I am only 
too anxious for the time to come when I may 
have the opportunity. My story will then be 
to the satisfaction, or dissatisfaction, of ail 
parties concerned.” 

In reply to the question as to whether Capt. 
Hardenbrook was ex-officio Treasurer of Com- 
pany C, Col. Judd said: 

The Captain is the responsible man of the 
company, and he may be looked upon as the 
Treasurer, Some companies have among the 
members a civil organization with President, 
Treasurer and the ke, for the purpose of 
giving dances and other amusements. But 
Company C had no such organization. It is 
the custom of the’ Second Regiment for the 
members to put their hands into their private 
purses and furnish the money for entertain- 
meuts and balls. I have paid large sums for 
such thmgs myself. But I want to say 
right here that some of the charges against 
Capt. Hardenbrook antedate the ball affair. 
I may be all wrong in the position I have 
taken and that is why Ido not want to talk

We the undersigned, citizens of the State and 
members of Company C, of which we have hereto- 
fore elected you to the Captainty, feeling our- 
selves deeply aggrieved by the events of the last 
few weeks, respectfully request that you forthwith 
resign the commission which you now hold in the 
Ilinois National Guard as Captain of Company 
C, for the following reasons—viz. : 

J. The unkind and unwarranted order issued by 
yourself on the night of Jan, 23, whereby we were 
denied the privilege of dancing at the reception 
and ball given “under the auspices 
of Company C,” at our armory on that date; 
which order has humiliated as as members of the 
— — Guard and brought upon yourself the 
ridicule of the whole public. 

2. The peculiar financial methods which you are 
reported to have adopted in order to defray the 
expenses of said ball—viz.: soliciting subscrip- 
tions for blocks of tickets from the citizens of the 
city upon the grounds that the proceeds were for 
the benefit of Company C, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a new stand of colors for the regiment, for 
the general benefit of the regiment, when as a mat- 
ter of fact the proceeds were not for that purpose, 
thus using the name of our company and regi- 
ment in promoting a purely personal ambition 
and enterprise. 

3. For the further reason that it now appears 
impossible that the cordial relations that 
have heretofore existed between yourself and the 
undersigned can longer be maintained, a reason- 
able degree of cordiality and good fellowship be- 
tween officers and men being. as we believe, the 
only cohesive force of our citizen soldiery and 
the only power of maintaining discipline. 

4. And lastly, for the reason that your resigna- 
tion will, in our opinions, be -cconducive to the 
welfare of the Second Regiment and Company C. 

In presenting this request for your resignation 
as our Captain we sacrifice no dignity 
in retracting our approval and indorsement 
of your acts contained in the document signed by 
us on the night of Feb. 1, at our 
regular drill, we all then being in uni- 
form and under your orders; the request to 
sign coming more in the nature of a command 
than a request.

OFFICIAL NEGLECT RESULTS IN DEATH. 


A Pitifal Case of Destitution at Ne. 703 
Root Street. 

Crowded into three small rooms in a frame 
tenement at the rear of No. 703 Root street 
lives John Doyle, his-wife, and six small chil- 
dren. Since Christmas the father has been 
sick and unable to work, and his wife and 3- 
year-old daughter, Hester, have for several 
months been suffering with pulmonary 
troubles, 

Jan. 29 word was sent to the County Agent 
that this family needed not only food and 
fuel but medical attendance. The family was 
notified that the case would be attended to at 
once a physician sent. Sunday the 
youngest child, Mary, 9 months oki, was tak- 
en sick. The neighbors gave what little aid 
they could to-the family, and Monday, noth- 


ing having been heard from the County 


Agent and no physician having appeared, 
matter was again brought to the attention “of 
the authorities. } 

The clerk to whom the report was made said 
he had notified the Health Department of the 
case and would again call attention to the 
matter. Some flour and beans were sent to 
the family, but no physician called. Wednes- 
day night the little girl died. 

Dr. P. E. J. Caldwell was called in shortly 
before death came, but could do nothing to 
save her. He issued a death certificate, and 
yesterday the child was buried by the neigh- 
bors. The family was without a fire or fuel 
with which to make one when a reporter for 
Tun Trrpune called at the house last night. 
There was scarcely any food in the house. 
The father is said to be asober and industri- 
ous man. He was in the employ of Armour & 
Co. at the Stock-Yards until taken sick, and 
since that time the family has subsisted upon 
the generosity of the neighbors, who are poor 
but in little less degree. 


ARE NOT GREATLY ALARMED. 


Implement Manufacturers Not Worried 
Over the Fithian Kesolution. 

Chicago manufacturers of farm implements 
do not evidently anticipate much injury from 
the removal of tariff duties on implements, as 
contemplated in the resolution introduced by 
Congressman Fithian. As to the report that 
farm implements are sold cheaper m Canada 
than in the United States they all declare that 
it is untrue. It may be, said a representa- 
tive of a leading plow and drill concern, 
‘“‘that the dealers in Canada are con- 
tent to handle goods on smaller mar- 
gins than American middlemen, 
prices to the foreign jobbing trade are higher, 
usually by the cost of freight to the seaboard 
than we obtain in the local trade. And small 
tools do not sell cheaper to the foreign than. 
to the domestic trade.’ 

“Not having read the resolution I am not 
prepared to express a full opinion on it, 
said one of e partners in the Staver 
and Abbott Manufacturing company, 
“but such a bill would have no appre- 
ciable effect on the vehicle trade, 
because foreign manufacturers do not under- 
stand turning out the light work Americans 
demand. As to prices, you will see by the a 
that the vehicle we sell here for $85 we sel 
abroad for $105. The one we sell here for $185 
we get $220 for abroad. All things considered 
foreign trade nets us between 10 and 12 per 
cent more money than home trade.“

From Vienna the recently appointed Com- 
missioner, Consul General Goldsmith, reports 
that the exhibits will be large and interesting.

literature have been put in foreign countries. 


ELECTRICITY DEPARTMENT PLANS. 


Secretary Hornsby Issues a Prospectus Out- 
lining What Is Desiréd. 

Secretary Hornsby of the Department of 
Electricity yesterday issued a prospectus out- 
lining the scope of the department, which 
includes the demonstration in actual opera- 
tion of the commercial and economic applica- 
tion of electricity.“ It is desired, he says, to 
make exhaustive tests of electrical apparatus 
in all possible directions with a view of estab- 
lishing the actual efficency of the same in 
comparison with other methods of accom- 
plishment. 

The development of the science from its 
earliest stage will be shown by means of 
historical exhibits. It is announced that 6,000 
arc-lights of 2,000 candle power each, and 
80,000 sixteen candle power incandescent 
lamps will be used on the grounds and build- 
ings. The prospectus continues with a 
description of the Electricity Building and a 
statement of the relation between the ex- 
hibiter and the Exposition company in regard 
to installing a service plant, In conclusion it 
is stated that the officers of the Exposition 
must for obvious reasons assume arbitrary 
power in the acceptance of exhibits and the 
allotinent of space for the same. 


WANT THE JUDICIAL OPINION. 


World’s Fair Committeemen Do Not Antic- 
ipate Any Trouble, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 6.—The Congress- 
ional Managers of the World’s Fair project 
are at present resting on their ears, so to 
speak, and are awaiting developments at 
Chicago before proceeding with work here, 
except in a quiet way. There are a number of 
petitions and memorials pertaining to the Fair 
before the Columbian Exposition committee, 
but it is unlikely that they will be considered 
in advance of action on the bill to give gov- 
ernment aid to the Fair, which is 
the principal business that will 
come before committee during this ses- 
sion. A regular weekly day of meeting was 
selected at the time of organization of the 


committee, but in view of the fact that there 


is very little for the committee until the bill 
which the managers of the Exposition will ask 
Congress to pass is drafted Chairman Dur- 
borow stated at the last meeti that regular 
sessions would not be held for the present, and 
the committee adjourned subject to the call of 
the Chairman. The committee will not be 
unnecessarily called together and will proba- 
bly hold no more meetings for some time yet. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Dickerson of 
Kentucky calling for an investigation by the 
Judiciary 20mmittee into the constitutionality 
of the World’s Fair projectand of government 
aid to it in the shape of appropriations is 
viewed with complacency by Mr. Durborow 
and the friends of the Exposition. They say 
they are entirely satisfied to have the Judiciary 
committee look thoroughly into the constitu- 
taonal question raised, confident that the con- 
clusion reached will not be averse, but, on the 
contrary, will be favorable to the Exposi- 
tion. The World's Fair bill, they 
say, was drafted dy three of 
the best lawyers in the West—viz.: Mr. St. 
Clair, Edwin Walker, and Frederick Winston, 
and ‘will stand the test of legal scrutiny. When 
the Dickerson resolution was offered, Mr. 
Reilly of Pennsylvania, one of the members 
of the cofmmittee, made the suggestion that 
the World's Columbian Exposition committee 
should have jurisdiction over it instead of the 
Judiciary commttee, but Mr. Durborow asked 
Mr. Reilly, who thought of raising the point 
in the House, not to do so and said that it 
would really be for their advantage to let it 
go to the Judiciary committee, which was 
done without any contest. 

The resolution providing for an investiga- 
tion of the expenditures heretofore made from 
the funds appropriated by the government for 
the Fair will come up in the House next week, 
perhaps, and it 1s expected that there will be 
a spirited contest between the Appropriations 
committee and the the special Columbian Ex- 
position committee, each of which has reso- 
lutions prepared on the subject, the principal 
point of difference bemg as to the corn 
mittee which shail conduct the investigation.

SOUTHERLAND HELD IN $5,000 BONDS. 


Judge Hoyt Decides He Was an Accessory 
in the Waterbury Kiduaping Case. 

Greenwion, Conn., Feb. 6.—Sam Souther- 
land, who with John McCann and Charles E. 
Waterbury was arrested for kidnaping little 
8-year-old Ward Waterbury, had a hearing to- 
day. John McCann, one of the kidnapers, 
testified in Southerland’s favor and, in his 
manifest eagerness to save Southerland, began 
contradicting the statements which he had 
previously made. It was evident that he was 
perjuring himself, and Prosecutor Walsh in- 
terrupted him and appealed to Judge Hoyt. 
The latter severely reprimanded McCann. In 
McCann’s confession to Prosecutor Walsh he 
had said that Southerland was present at 
Waterbury’s house when the kidnaping 
plans were laid and that Southerland was one 
of the chief conspirators. In his testimony 
today. he denied this. Ward Waterbury and 
his father repeated the testimony they gave at 
the trial of the other two kidnapers. South- 
erland himself was then called to the stand. 
He refused to be sworn and would not make 
any plea. Prosecutor Walsh then addressed 
the court. He said that he would admit that 
Southerland was not actually one of the kid- 
napers, but asked Judge Hoyt to hoid the 
prisoner on the ground that he was an acces- 
sory before the fact in so far that he knew all 
about the matter and assisted in planning it. 
Judge Hoyt took the same view of the case 
and bound him over in $5,000 bonds for the 
action of the Superior Court, which meets in 
Br dgeport Feb. 16.

Sec, 1 says: He (the State Treasurer) shall 
give bond in the sum of $500,000 conditioned for 
the faithful discharge of his duties, and deliver 
ap all moneys, books, papers, appertaining to his 
office, and give additional bond when legally re- 
quired to do so, 

Sec. 2 provides: That before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties he shall subscribe an oath 
that he will faithfully discharge the duties of 
Treasurer of the State of Illinois, support the 
Constitution, ete, 

Sec. 7 provides: That the State Treasurer shall 
receive the revenues and all other public moneys 
authorized by law to be paid to him, and safely 
keep the same. It is a well-known canon of con- 
struction that where a law points out the duties 
of a public officer, acts not thereby authorized are 
thereby inhibited, By the law of the State of IIli- 
nois the Treasurer of the State is required to re- 
ceive all public moneys and safely keep the same. 
There is noauthority in this law that the State 
Treasurer shall loan the public funds of the State. 
The convention that nominated me on the fourth 
WS June, declares: : 1 

The Democratic party pledges itself that all 
deposits of State funds shall be in Illinois bank 
and the interest thereby aceruing shall be pai 


into the State Treasury; and that such legislation 
as is necessary shall be enacted to carry this reso-

Should Change the Law. 


The Treasurer of the State of Illinois has no 
authority of law to loan the funds coming into 
his hands. If it has been done heretofore, as is 
charged, then it has been done in violation of the 
law. As regards the turning of the interest into 
the State Treasury there is no authority in the 
law so to do, provided interest accumulates. if 
the people of the State of Illinois are not satisfied 
with the law under which the State Treasurer 
operates, then it becomes their duty to elect men 
w 2 will 1 te in accordance with their 


wishes. 
If they desire the funds of the State 1 
then they should so legislate. If they have 

desire that the State of Illinois shall r 
into competition with national and private 
banks throughout the State in loaning money, 
then they, by their legislators, should so arrange 
the collection of revenues that a large collection 
of capital will not be found in the State Treasury. 
I pl myself to the convention that nomi- 
nated me that I would administer the duties of 
State Treasurer if elected in accordance with a 
strict construction of the law of the State of Illi- 
nois as now existing.

For thirty years we have been operating under 
our present revenue system. Under this system 
it is charged great wrongs have been perpetrated. 
The Governor of this State appointed a revenue 
commission. These men evolved a plan of taxa- 
tion. The plan was submitted to the Legislature 
of the State, which refused to adopt it. The body 
was largely Republican. It has been largely Re- 
publican ever since. If there is a desire that this 
should be changed then change the legislators 
and the legislation will be — Suppose 1 
were to agree in advance that I would loan the 
funds of the State. Then I would not be entitled 
to the vote of a single honest man in the State. 


Will Not Turn Over Interest. 


Suppose I were to agree not only to loan the 
funds of the State, but after putting the addition- 
al burden upon my bondsmen that such an agree- 
ment would make. I should further agree to turn 
interest thus obtained into the State asury, 
then I would deserve neither the votes of honest 
men norof a man with any financial sense. I desire 
tne support not Only of honest men of this State 
but of men of financial sense, and therefore I can 

ree to neither proposition. The only thing to 
which Ican agree is that I will strictly, comply 
with the duties laid down for my guidance by 
the laws of the State, and turn over to my suc- 
cessorin office the books, papers, and moneys 
coming into my hands and not otherwise ac- 
counted for, and if I take this burden upon my- 
self and fail in my duties 1 hope I may re- 
ceive the treatment heretofore received by Demo- 
cratic Treasurers in the Democratic States of Mis- 
souri and Maryland, and not such treatment as 
has been meted out to Quay and the defaulting 
Treasurers of Pennsylvania. | 

There is no safety in a public officer violating 
a public law because that law is bad. The only 
safety in this country is in strict adherence to 
and strict compliance with the demands of the 
8. If that law is bad then 
let the properly constituted authorities of the 
State change the law; but when administrative 
officers attempt to take the law into their own 
hands aud manufacture such laws as they think 
are good for the people anarchy has set in. I, for 
one, will not take such responsibility upon myself 
if elected. As State Treasurer I will have no 
more power to change the law of the State gov- 
erning and controlling the moneys of the State 
than I now have as a simple private citizen of the 
State, and one of the crying evils of our country 
at the present time is that the officers elected to 
administer public trusts under well-defined laws 
attempt to administer those laws in accordance 
with their own views instead of in accordance 
with the laws under which they are elected. I 
will be no such officer. This was the only time 1

in a Vain Attempt to Kill His 
and Sister—Lawyer ‘Walker 
Easily—What the Police Are Doing 
the Case—Other Local N 


South Water street commission men were 
neatly taken in yesterday on forged checks. 
One man victimized a dozen firms, and before 
he had ceased passing bogus paper he had ac- 
cumulated probably $1,000 

The man bought bills of produce from vari- 
ous commission houses and tendered checks 
signed P. A. Conant & Co., Cairo, III.“ The 
checks were invariably much greater than the 
amount of the bill and the swindler pockéted 
thie difference. He did his work quickly and 
tbat is how he got away. 

The first intimation Conant & Co. had of the 
use of their name was when a dispatch reached 
them from George Beuzeville & Co. of No. 232 
South Water street, asking 1f they had given 
a check to J. K. Turner for $100. Mr. Conant 
instantly wired back that the check was a 
forgery. A few moments after this the Cairo 
City National Bank received a message asking 
it to ascertain if Conant had bought drafts on 
the First National Bank of Chicago, By the 
time an answer in the negative had been 
sent a third m @ was reaeived by 
Conant & Ca. from Barron & Birmingham 
of No. 131 South Water street, asking 
if the latter should honor a _ check 
for $75 
Turner, ‘Conant wired back an emphatic 
% No.“ Later still another message came 
from Edward J. Levy saying that one J. K. 
Turner was cashing checks bearing Conant’s 
name on the First National Bank of Chicago. 

Matters were growing monotonous, and 
Conant wired back to arrest the fellow, as all 
the checks and drafts were forgeries. But the 
fellow was not.arrested. He was too lively. 

At noon yesterday the swindler called at the 
office of the Cairo and Chicago Refrigerator 
line, Clark and South Water streets, and 
succeed in cashing 4 check for 
$22.50, telling a plausible story. ‘The 
check was made out on the 
First National Bank of Cairo aud was drawn 
by P. A. Conant & Co. of the same place. The 
fellow was next heard of at the commission- 
house of Jacobs & Aaron, No. 140 South Wa- 
ter street, where he bought a bill of by 5 
representing that he was employed 
Conant & Co. In payment he gave Rohe a 
certified check for $100and received the differ- 
ence—$34—in currency, He told the firm not 
to ship the goods until Tuesday. 

One of the reasons why the firms were so 
readily taken in was the use by the forger of a 
clever and origina) device. The checks bore a 
certified stamp, made evidently with mova- 
ble rubber types. It was a sinall matter, but 
it threw the merchants off their guard. ey 
had been swindled by forgers before, but 
never by one who had used a certifying stamp 
in addition to the signature. Some of the 
merchants said they knew the ewindler and 
therefore did not question the checks. They 
said his real name was Turner, and that 
he had been employed South 
Water street firms. He busi- 
ness for himself once, they said. 
and had fallen through drink. They thought 
he had secured a new start and therefore took 
the checks he presented. 

George Beuzeville and John Barron claim 
that Turner is the man. Each had cashed a 
check during the day, and in the afternoon 
they met and talked over Turner’s luck in ob- 
taining a new position. Checks were men- 
tioned, and they compared the slips they had. 
An idea struck both and they decided to wire 
Conant & Co. A few hours later telegrams 
reached them from the Cairo firm. They 
read: 

Never issued any such checks. A fraud. 

P. A. Conant & Co. 

1 i is intimated by those who were defrauded 
that the checks were especially printed for the 
swindle, 

The Turner who is spoken of by the com- 
mission men is 32 yearsold and married and 
has two children. His habits interfered with 
his prosperity and for some time he had been 
out of employment. 


BENT ON WHOLESALE SLAUGHTER, 


Frank Henderson's Attempt to Shoot His 
Mother, His Sister, and a Policeman. 
Frank Henderson made a desperate attempt 
to kill his mother and his 18-year-old sister, 
Mamie Henderson, last evening. 
The Hendersons live in a new cottage, com- 
fortably furnished throughout, at No. 195 
West Adams street. Until a short time ago 
the mother, son, and daughter dwelt together 


without even the usual family differences. 


The mother owned the home and had a 
small income. Frank earned $130 a month 
as bookkeeper and assistant cashier for John 
M. Smyth & Co. About Christmas time he 


took to drinking heavily and Monday last lost 


his position. 

Police Officer Welbasky lives next door to 
the Hendersons. He was at supper at 7 
o’clock last night when his kitchen door was 
thrown open and Mamie Henderson, quaking 
in terror, ran in crying aloud. ‘QO, help my 
brother —— “ was all Officer Welbasky heard 
as the girl fell fainting into his arms. 

From the Henderson cottage came the 
sound of many pistol shots fired in quick 
succession. Welbasky ran out and saw Hen- 
derson chasing his mother across the vacant 
lot between the two houses. When he saw 
the officer Henderson stopped. 

“Come along, he yelled to the officer; 

“get out your gun. I'm ready for you,“ at 
the same time firing two shots at the officer. 
Then he ran into the house and escaped 
through the feont door. 

Mamie Henderson was setting the table for 
the evening meal when. her brother entered 
and without a word of explanation announced 
his intention of killing her, The girl ran 
screaming into the kitchen, where her mother 
was, closing and bolting the door behind her. 
Henderson first attempted to force the door 
and then began firing through the panels. 
After einptying and refilling his 
revolver he endeavored to force the 
spd again. As the bolt began to yield 

1 and her mother fled across the lot to 
the Wellesky home. Henderson fired eighteen 
shots in all and the interior of the cottage was 
riddied with bullets. 

Henderson had promised to meet Justice 
Blume at Halsted and Madison streets at: 7:10 
o'clock. He kept the appointment, cpnversed 
with the Justice about a new . 
tion the latter had promised 
assist him to secure, and 5 — 
without betraying the least excitement, 
took an east-bound cable car on Madison 
street, after telling the Justice that he had left 
his sister and mother in the best of health and 
spirits. 

Both mother and daughter refused to be in- 
terviewed further than to say that they be- 
lieved the boy had gone insane. Neither 
would they assist in the search for Frank. 

Henderson was arrested at the corner of 
Halsted and Madison streets a few hours 
later. He made a slight attempt at resistance 

when the officer caught him, but he was 
lodged in the Desplaines Street Station with- 
out much trouble. Henderson denies he had 
fired at his sister, but said he was trying to 
shoot birds.

Lawyer Edwin Walker was resting easily 
yesterday. His injury is not dangerous, 
though painful, and ne is suffering more from 
the nervous shock than anything else.

M. Schudel, a Swiss said to be employed as 
a waiter, stepped into Wittich’s saloon, at 
Fifth avenue and Randolph street, yesterday 
afternoon and called for a drink. He was in- 
tox icated at the time and the bartender, Louis 
Petrie, refused to sell him more liquor. Schu- 
del became abusive and the bartender threw 
e out of the saloon and locked the front

The angry Swiss made several attempts to 
force the door open, but, failing to do so, 
2 settled matters by knocking out the 

He then 
sta toward La Salle street, and ran into 
two officers, who arrested him and attempted 
to take him to the Central Station. 

Schudel is an undersized man, but he was 
too much for the two policemen. He kicked 
and bit at them, And made so much trouble 
that athird man was called in. Even then 
they were unable to carry the prisoner, who 
by that time had succeeded in tearing his 
clothing to pieces by his struggles. At La 
Salle street a fourth policeman arrived, and 
together they carried the prisoner into the sta- 
tion.

August Seaton of the Adams Express Com- 
pany and the Decapitated Men Talk. 
The discharged nféssengers maintain posi- 
tively that the Aid iety is directly under 
the management of The Adams Express com- 
pany and that the refusal of an émployé to 
become a member of it reacts disastrously 
against him. They claim the broth- 
erhood was established the benefit 
of its members and that there is no reason 
why aman could notserve the Adams Ex- 
press company with fidelity and loyalty while 
being a member of the brotherhood; that it 
neither is nor has been antagonistic to the in- 
teresta.of the company. They attribute the 
discharges directly to General Manager Weir 
and are not disposed to criticise seriously the 

Chicago officers, 

It isstated that General Manager Weir ob- 
tained possession of a copy of the brotherhood 
constitution and“by-laws, in which he tound a 
clause providing that all grievances which 
could not be satisfactorily adjusted otherwise 
should be referred to the Executive commit- 
tee of the brotherhood, whose action should 
be final. It issaid that he immediately set 
out to find out the members of the brother- 
hood, and has given orders that every one of 
them be discharged. © 

Col. Swift said last night: 

Nine out of ten of fhe men who joined the 
brotherhood undoubtedly did so for the best 
of motives, and not because they sought re- 
dress for grievances, because they had 
none. I must admit it seems a little hard on 
some of these men who have been faithful 
servants, but the management of the Adams 
Express company considered their organiza- 
tion antagonistic to its own best interests.

a Spor over thirty years I was in the employ 
of the American ress company and am 
personally acquain with many of its mes- 
sengers. When the Southern trouble arose 1 
questioned some of these men about it as 
they happened to drop into our office. After 
— 45 from them what information 
was possible, I went to Mr. Zimmerman 
and talked the matter over withhim. He 
suggested that I should question our mes- 
sengers and ascertain whether there was any- 
thing in the constitution of the brotherhood 
tending to conflict with the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties to the company. 

With this end in view I closely questioned 
a number of the men, who, with three excep- 
tions, satisfied me of their loyalty to the 
company and its interests. These three 
men, however, were defiant in their 
manner and said that they had joined 
the brotherhood in order to secure 
their rights and intimated that the time was 
not far distant when they would be able to 
dictate terms. From inquiry I learned that 
the man to whom they looked for orders was 
Ziba Hurd. Mr. Wygant, general manger of 
the United States Express company, says that 
Hurd was discharged by that company over a 
year ago. 

„Sixteen men have been discharged here. 
Those on the Pan-Handle lines are under the 
immediate snpervision of Route Agent J. B. 
Swift of Richmond, Ind., while the messengers 
of the Fort Wayne lines are under D. McGee 
of Mansfield, O. By these two men, acting 
under the management, the discharges have 
been made. They donot claim that all the 
men discharged were participants in the 
Southern affair. 

The Adams Express company does not 
control the Messengers’ Aid Association only 
so far as some of its officers have been elected 
to its Board of Directors by the delegates 
sent to the regular convention. None of 
the men are co ed to join 
this organization. I understand that 
I am defied to give the names of any men who 
were members of the brotherhood and upon 
whose death their families received insurance 
from the Aid Association. On the spur of the 
moment I would name Eugene S. Abrams and 
Earl W. Barney, both of whom died within 
the last four months, and each of whose fami- 
lies received $500 from the fund of this organ- 
ization.“

In 
determining the rate of motion, and 
in enabling the iuass of the twin stars to be 
computed as two and three-tenths that of the 
sun, the prism is * pg by Prof. Pickering 
as having multiplied the magnifying power of 
the telescope about 5,000 times. ho- 
tography not only brings gifts such as these to 
the astronomer, but it multiplies his per- 
sonal working powers in many ways. 
While an exposure is made with one 
telescope, he can change the plate in another, 
adjust it, or examine it. Thus instead of be- 
ing an attendant at a single instrument, he 
can manage three or four, and keep them all 
busy until dawn. By day, and quite at his 
convenience, he can magnify and interpret the 
negatives taken in his own camer or those 
sent to him by observers throughout both 
hemispheres at points where instruments are 
under specially favorabie conditions, In the 
future a comparison of the pictures of the sky 
taken this year with those of a later age will 
have profound interest. Both stellar changes 
of place and nebular alterations in form w 
be revealed. For such comparisons, and for 
other uses, a mapping of the heayens is now 
in progress, with the observatory of Paris as a 
center. The work will be fuller and vastly 
more accurate than it could ever have been 
without the refinements of the new photogra- 
phy, to perfect which the mathematician, the 
physicist, and the chemist have each brought 
their highest skill. 
Varied as these experiments are they are far 
from exhausting the possibilities of the cam- 
era. Beyond the violet rays of the s rum’s 
rainbow extend vibrations, which, though in- 
visible to the eye, have sipce the very early 
days of photography been caught and detained 
on its plates. At the other end of the spec- 
trum, beyond the red, are other invisible yadi- 
ations, detected W ig a delicate therfnom- 
eter, which, until 1887, eluded capture.

Thus does the science of today probe the 
uttermost recesses of 8 and compel into 
our view one order of heavenly bodies after 
another. If the task of bringing them out of 
their concealment cannot be accomplished di- 
rectly, then the astronomer presses mediation 
and artifice into his service. Wheu we con- 
sider how ingeniously forms of motion which 
affect none of our senses are made visible and 
palpable in the camera, the question suggests 
itself, Why may not the broad, blank interval 
between light and sound be spanned in the 
same way? it would be hardly more surpris- 
ing than the process by which a bar of warmed 
iron paints its portrait in a dark room, or a 
chemical ray registers itself beyond the verge 
of visible color sent forth by incandescent 
metal. Just here it is worth remembering 
how mechanical pressure may directly pro- 
duce visible chemical change. Where a stylus 
has sharply indented a bit of silvered paper 
an image can be develo exactly such as 
light itself might have imprinted: 
The master problem of photography is the 
seizure of color as well as of form in the cam- 
era. In approachi this problem experi- 
menters have availed themselves of the sensi- 
tiveness of various dyes to red, green, and 
violet rays. Although six or seven leading 
distinctions of color can be discriminated by 
the eye, it is held that red, green, and violet 
underlie them all. In this

an ingenious application of methods similar 
to those of chromo-lithography an artist can 
roduce permanent positives of great beauty. 
‘hat is certainly a roundabout way of mak- 
ing the rainbow paint itself, but no other at- 
tempt is either so gatisfactory or so promis- 
ing. Thus it would seem that the germ of 
success in catching color, as well as form, in 
the camera may lie in the same gift from Dr. 
Vogel, which has made the message of light 
from the heavens fuller and more legible and 
given new truth and beauty to every photo- 
graphie transcript from nature. When cer- 
tain German chemists sought a few years ago 
to dye some yards of silk and woolen cloth 
with artificial colors was it not a piece of rare 
good fortune that they failed? 
In its early days photographic printing was 
restricted to slow and costly chemical meth- 
ods. A negative, as now in ordinary portrait- 
ure, imprinted its positive, and h to take 
its course through a series of toning, fixing, 
and cleansing baths. Was there not some 
' feasible way by which light could give a pict- 
ure in relief for use in a common printing 
press, where it could impress itself as speedily 
as type and in ink both cheap and permanent? 
Niepce’s process, one of the very first in pho- 
tographic art, gave a hint as to how the task 
might accomplished. its plates were 
coated with bitumen, and that was rendered 
insoluble by the solar ray. Asubstance much 
easier to use and possessed of the same prop- 
erty. was found to be the very gelatine to 
which in other applications photography is so 
much indebted. Combined with. bichromate 
of potash a luminous beam renders it insolu- 
ble in water, upon which simple fact turns a 
wide variety of photo- mechanical processes. 
These in their last refinements give us repro- 
ductions hardly inferior to originals and com- 
positions with all the mezzotint’s deli of 
tone. In the simplest processes a sketch in 
pen and ink, or a line engraving. is placed 
face downward upon a sheet of sensitized 

elatine. After a tew minutes’ action of sun- 
ight the gelatine can be washed out of 
every part of the film protected from 
the solar beam by the black lines. By 
stereotypy or electrotypy the elatine 
used as a mold yields a relief plate in 
metal which can be printed from in an or- 
dinary press. In another process the unhard- 
ened gelatine is not was out, but swollen 
with water, and from the resulting projections 
a metallic impression 1s taken. A third plan 
is to cover a plate of zinc or copper with a 
film of gelatine or other similar material. 
After exposure the film is washed away, ex- 
cept in the lines of its picture. At all points 
unprotected by the film the plate is then etched 
or bitten in by an acid bath. A recent adap- 
tation of the sand-biast has produced exceed- 
ingly good work on such a plate. The sand- 
blast is preferable to the action of an acid, in 
that it does not burrow at the sides of the thin 
walls beneath the lines of a picture.

line engraving or of a pen-and-ink sketch. 
How can the difficulty of expressing half tone, 
of graduated shadow, be overcome? Usually 
byinterposing between the gelatine and the 
picture to be copied a network of fine lines 
ruled closely together, with the result that, if. 
inspection be not too close; a faithful tran- 
script in dots is conveyed to the plate. The 
half-tone process devised by Mr. F. E. Ives 
of Philadelphia follows an entirely different 
principle in a very. ingenious way. From a 
gelatine relief plate he takes a cast in plaster. 
An inked pad or film of elastic V-shaped 
lines or dots is pressed against the plaster 
until the lines or dots are completely flattened 
out where they meet the highest parts of the 
cast. When the cast is removed there remains 
impressed upon it an ink picture having the 
appearance of a photograph, but made up of 
sharply defined lines and dots, graduated in 
size like those of a wood engaving. That

ENGLISH OPERATORS ON AMERI- 
CAN GULLIBILITY. 


How Many Fees Are Sent Over by Those 
Who Think Themselves Heirs to Prop- 
erty Now in the Custody of the Bank of 
Enugland—Consul-General New Has a 
Circular Letter Which Shows Forth the 
Many Inconsistencies—High Fees of Dr. 
Morell Mackenzie,

Lonrpon, Feb. 6.—Much American gold falls 
into the pockets of a particular class of En- 
glish swindlers annually. The difficulty is in 
Amagining that Americans can be so gullible, 
as the game of the sharks in question is such 

a plain imposture. The game is worked from 

both sides of the Atlantic, generally in New 

York and London, though the swindlers have 

agents in other places. It is an old game, but 

its efficacy is still unimpaired. It is in Ameri- 
ca mainly in the hands of a European claim’s 
agency of New York, Here it is worked by 
individuals. It hag often been exposed, but 


apparently to little purpose, for to use slang 


Americanism “a sucker is born every 
minute.“ ' 

For example, an advertisement in a New 
York paper that an immense estate in Wales 
once owned by the Jones family is pining for 
ownership and that the heirs are probably in 
America,“ a certain John Jones having emi- 
grated about 1,700, will make 1,000 Joneses 
prick up their ears and open their pockets. 
Not a week passes that the representatives of 
the United States Government here don’t re- 
ceive letters from dupes asking why more 
money should be needed by the English 
agents to prosecute their claims. Neither the 
legation nor the Consul-General need pay 
apy attention to such letters, but often the 
spirit of good nature responds. Two such let- 
ters were received by Consul-General New 
this week, and so large has this correspond 
ence become that he has prepared a circular 
letter in reply, having first thoroughly inves- 
tigated the several cases in which it was 
claimed by the writers that they were heirs to 
large fortunes held by the Bank of Engiand. 

Many Reasons Are Given. 

One correspondent from Alabama asks why 
he should pay $20 simply because the En- 
glish agent’s partner died, he having already 
paid that amount, A letter informing him 
of this death is the usual form of the swindlers 
when they want to extort a second install- 
ment. One of the most successful swindlers, 
apparently, is William Lord Moore. He gives 
his address as No. 5. Ingersoll Road, Shep- 
ard’s Bush, London, To begin with there is 
no such address, but there is a public house 
in the neigiborhood at which Moore, who 
doubtless has several other names, gets his 
mail. Having obtained one fee from an 


American victim and in return having written 


several encouraging letters he makes a second 
demand, couched as follows: 

Owing to the death of Mr. Ross, who had your 
claim in charge, and the consequent withdrawal 
of his bondsman, the case will be thrown out of 
court when it comes up, which will be in about a 
month, unless it be properly reinstated and a new 
bondsman qualified. It would be a great pity to 
lose 60 good a case in which so much money is 
involved through neglect. I am in a position 


to enable you to succeed if you allow me to under- . 


take the matter, which admits of no delay. I will 
do it on the same terms as Mr. Ross. Loan get a 
an who will fail you for EI.

No Money Is Ever Returned. 


The whole letter is a lie, of course, but in 
this lie there are two or three very neat 
touches of cunning mendacity. Of course, 
there is not and never was such a person as 
Ross. There is something delicious in the idea 
of Mr. Moore being “ obliged to return the 
money unless more be sent without delay. 
Moore and his kind never return anything. 
The postscript is intended to stiffen the hopes 
of the claimant and loosen his purse-strings. 
Here on the ground it seems almost im- 
possible that such a letter as 
Moore’s should extract money, but it 
does, and much of it. The average claimant 
spends first $20 as an anchor to windward. 
Then he disliked to drop it when called on a 
second time and throws good money after 
bad. It is not throwing a sprat to catch a 
whale, but simply throwing away the sprat. 
To all such peoble Consul-General New gives 
the following advice: 

No action to recover land can be brought after 
twelve years from the date of the time ac- 
crued. In the cabe of disabilities, such 
as _ infancy, the maximum is thirty 
years. If the claim is made under a 
will the trustees of the will are the proper per- 
sons against whom claims should be made. If 
there is any difficulty in connection with the trust 
and the persons entitled cannot be found, appli- 
cation 1s made to the chancery division of the 
High Court of Justice, the land is sold, and the 
proceeds handed to the paymaster of the court. 
All claims against the crown are now placed on 
the same basis as claims against individuals. 

It is a popular error to think that unclaimed 
property is deposited in the Bank of England. 
This institution keeps a record of unclaimed gov- 
ernment stock and dividends, and nothing else, 
and any person who thinks he is entitled to such 
stock or dividend must furnish the names and ad 
dresses of the persons in whose names the stock 
is supposed to stand, the names of the stock and 
its amount, and the approximate date of its in- 
vestment. Any communication under this head 
should be addressed to the chief ac- 
countant of the Bank of England, Lon- 
don. The total amount of unclaimed 
funds in chancery is only £100,000 ($500,000), and a 
large amount of this appears to have been paid 
in by railway companies taking lands without 
good title. Not more than one-half of the ac- 
counts exceed £150 ($750) and not more than a 
seventeenth exceed £1,000 ($5,000).

PORTUGUESE FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 


Marianno Carvalho, Late Minister of Fi- 
nance, Explains His Official Actions, 

Lisson, Feb. 6.—The motion made in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday by Sefior 
Arriega demanding the impeachment of Sefior 
Marianno Carvalho, ex-Minister of Finance, 
has been referred to a committee, The motion 
grew out of Sefior Carvalho’s action while 
holding the portfolio of Minister of Finance 
in advancing to the Royal railway company 
the sum of 13, 000, 000 francs on his own respon- 
sibility and without the knowledge of his col- 
leagues. About the middle of last month Sefior 
Carvalho informed the Council of Ministers 
of what he had done and the President of the 
Council laid the matter before the Cortes. 
The Council of Ministers, the President said, 
had declined to accept any responsibility 
in the matter and Sefior Carvalho had re- 
signed. 

The President further declared that his ef- 
forts to find a man who would accept the of- 
fice of Finance Minister had failed, and that 
in consequence the whole Ministry had re- 
signed. 

Sefior Carvalho afterward explained in 
both chambers the nature of his proceedings 
during histerm of office. He stated that he 
had arranged for payments amounting to 17,- 
000 contos of reis during this period, and 
when he accepted office the only resources 
available were 600 contos remaining from the 
tobacco loan. 

Sefior Carvalho was visibly affected in mak- 
ing his statement. He said he supposed his 
political career was at an end, but that if all 
his combinations for saving the country from 
tinancial disaster had been realized he would 
have been a hero. He had, however, he de- 
clared, saved the country from bankruptcy. 
on three occasions—in June, October, and 
January—when he had secured the payments 
of the coupons then falling due.

Conservatives who suppose that the death of 
Mr. Gladstone would throw the whole game 
into their hands are muvh mistaken.

Parnell and Smith are in their graves, Hart- 
ington has gone to the House of Lords, and 
Gladstone will appear a littie later. Many 
a member whose face was familiar 
to us has disappeared during the last 
six months.

On the con- 
trary this silver will be required as subsidiary 
currency under the scheme at present conte m- 
plated.

Loxpon, Feb. 6.—A _ scandalous article 
printed three weeks ago in a society journal 
of the lower class called Modern Society had 
been brought into prominence by the action 
of W. H. Smith’s Sons in refusing to distribute 
the paper, which, of course, will greatly check 
its wide circulation.

Paris, Feb. 6.—Among the lights “du 
monde ou on s’amuse”’ not the least brilliant 
is Mlle. Brache. On the face-course, at the 
theaters, and in the Bois her toilets were the 
cynosure of all eyes, Many a grande dame 
has made inquiries as to her dressmaker, and 
Mlle. Brache has made no secret of that for a 
very good reason, as was shown in the Pris 
Civil Court yesterday, where she was sued for 
a debt of 7,000 francs, A dressmaker, whose 
place of busindss was on Boulevard Poisson, 
iére, had sold out, and her claim against 
Mlle. Brache had passed into the 
hands of a third prison, who, on pre 
senting the bill to the predecessor’s 
customer, met with a downright refusal to 
pay. The reasons which she alleged for not 
paying cast a curious light upon one feature 
of Parisian life. She was a walking advertise- 
ment for her dressmaker, shacontended. In 
the Bois and at raves, theaters, and exhibitions 
she showed off the skill and tact of her con- 
turiére, whose fame and address she did not 
conceal from all who cared toask. Conse- 
quently, to quote Mile, Brache’s own words, 
The dressmaker herself would have had the 
bad taste to send in a: bill; in fact, it was an 
understood thing that no claim for payment 
should be made.” 

This explanation did not strike the court as 
at all absurd, and judgment was accordingly 
reve until inquiry could be made as to the 
veracity of the statement. In conclusion it 
may be remembered that it léaked out during 
the trial that Mlle. Brache, though a conspicu- 
ous figure in the demi-:nondeé, is over 60 years 
of age, and illustrates the truth of the saying, 
La vieille garde never surrenders.”’ 

French Papers and New York Life Company. 

For the last few days the New York Life In- 
surance company has been subjected to the 
severest attacks. The French press makes the 
charges of mismanagement, over-statement 
on assets, and many other charges somewhat 
of the lines adopted by a New York paper dur- 
ing the last few months. 

Today Mr. Ingersoll, general manager of 
the metropolitan branch of the company, was 
asked what he had to say about it, but he de- 
clined to be interviewed, and said that he had 
no desire to enter into press polemics and 
could not make outin the least why all of a 
sudden:the press here had taken the matter 
up. He had not even read one of the worst 
attacks which had appeared in the Matin, so 
indifferent was he. 

He said that no company had ever been so 
attacked as the New York Life Insurance, and 
to show its strength on the face of that the 
new insurance of the last year had been 
enurmous and there had not been the least 
anxiety among the policyholders. He also 
said that certain papers had gone to the 
trouble to look up the report of the company 
and had picked out everything bad and had 
entirely overlooked the better portions. 

There were questions about the pay of the 
directors, but it could not be expected that 
able men should work for nothing. He said, 
further, that the values of certain investments 
of the company had been quoted as being 
very much depreciated, but where was there 
a large business of the importance of the 
New York Life some t whose securities had 
not depreciated? 

Every business-man would know that such 
things were bound to o¢cur, for we could not 
feresee every eventuality, and there would be 
nothing serious in the matter even if such 
statements were true, for the main point, 
after all, was that the company was in the 
soundest tinancial position, for, according to 


- the published balance sheet, there was a clear 


cash balance in favor of the company of 
$15,000,000 after allowing for all posssible 
calls. 

Manager Said Company Could Stand Attack. 

If the press were willing to carry on this at- 
tack the company is rich enough to bear it, 
and he concluded that the papers would inthe 
course of time become weary. Mr. Ingersoll 
seemed surprised that the press here should 
think it worth their while to take up the 
question. He appeared, however, to take the 
whole business in a good-humored kind of 
way, and in spite of what has been written in 
the newspapers he had not a word to say 
against them. In conclusion he said: You 
have only got to look at the balance sheet of 
the company. There you will see that m 
spite of the violent attacks made upon us, the 
new business effected during the last year ex- 
ceeds $150,000,000 and that the income exceeded 
that of the previous year. Moreover, the as- 
sets and insurance in force had been largely 
increased and the mortality was much below 
what had been expected. He added that the 
detailed statement of the company’s business 
would be published shortly, and in an ab- 
breviated form would be sent to each policy- 
holder and would be the best reply to the at- 
tacks made, 

Unpleasant Experience of a Cabdriver. 

Sunshine and calm have supplanted the hail- 
storms here, but perfect tranquillity is not yet 
established in boulevard life. During part of 
the day people who had taken up fine weather 
positions outside the cafés between the Mai- 
son Doree and the Rue Druot, and the numer- 
ous idlers who were out enjoying the fresh 
air beheld the strange spectacle of a long pro- 
cession of cabs, four deep, in the forenoon, 
followed by howling boys, come slowly along 
the boulevard.

The 
object of the demonstration tned in vain to 
extricate himself from his disagreeable posi- 
tion, but was hampered completely, and to 
make matters worse, his shiny white hat and 
coat were spattered by mud thrown at him 
by his enemies. Once or twice the street 
boys tried to pull him from his box, but he 
managed to keep them at bay with his whip. 

During the procession the boulevard was 
choked with drays, carts, and carriages, which 
could make no headway; busy people were 
vainly calling for cabs, but, strange to say, the 
police was very late in interfering, and instead 
of freemg the road the officers contented 
themselves with arresting two cabmen, whom 
they marched triumphantly to the nearest sta- 
tion. 

After much difficulty one of the persecuted 
drivers succeeded in getting out of the crowd 
at the Place de l’Opera, and drove toward the 
Madeleine, but not before the windows of his 
vehicle were smashed.

Influenza on the Decrease. 

At last the epidemic of influenzais on the 
decrease. Official statistics inform us that 
the death rate during the fourth week of the 
year shows a marked falling otf as compared 
with its predecessor. The total reached only 
1,423, against 1,560 and 1,615, respectively, in 
the second and third weeks. Of these only 
sixty-seven are ascribed directly to the 
grip, but this total does not repre- 
sent the number of deaths due to or- 
dinary ailments of the lungs brought about by 
the epidemic disease; thus pneumonia is re- 
sponsible for 139 deaths, against a yearly av- 
erage of 86; congestion of the lungs, 101, 
against 32; acute bronchitis, 73, against 40; 
and organic disease of the heart, aggravated 


by influenza, caused 83 deaths, a. slight in- } 


crease in the preceding weeks of 23 above the 
yearly average, |

Lager beer drinkers had their fears allayed by 
the announcement that bocks would be no 
higher priced than before, but all the restau- 
rants and their customers are up in arms be- 
cause all kinds of food is going up steadily. 
The best bits of beef and the ordinary kind of 
mutton will go up in price as soon as the pres- 
ent stock in hand is exhausted, Sheep, alive 
and dead, which have been brought to the 
metropolis are being kept in reserve for the 
purpose of obtaining a rise in prices. This is 
not the first time such tactics have been pur- 
sued with success. : 

Some people who are not satisfied at the 
rise in the price of a bock, even though it is 
only increased by one sou, have objected boldly 
to giving tips to the waiters at the brasseries. 
This has caused great annoyance, as when a 
waiter delays attending to the wants of im- 
patient customers the café is made to resound 
with the echo of mugs, heels, sticks, and 
voices of the impatient and thirsty patrons. 

The cost of living, which, before the change, 
was 50 per cent above that of London, is now 
said to reach 75 per cent. 


WHAT PEOPLE ARE DOING AT NICE. 


Hotels Filling Rapidly~—The Carnival Will 
Be Finer than Ever this Year. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Nion, Feb. 5.—The city has been fillmg 
rapidly during the week and most of the hotels 
frequented by Americans are now crowded, 
while by the time of the carnival the hotel pro- 
prietors expect there will be little or no room 
to be obtained. King Folly enters Saturday, 


the 20th inst., and fiom that date until the end 


of next month Nice will have a succession of 
public fétes quite equal to anything of pre- 
vious seasons. The Féte committee has 
planned the usual number of battles 
of flowers, masked balls, and illummated 
processions. Ihe new feature of this 
year’s program will be the Childreti’s Carni- 
val, planned upon the model of that which 
was introduced at Cannes last year. The sub- 
scription list includes, as usual, $6,000 given 
by the gambling society of Monte Carlo and 
asimilar amount by the Town of Nice, while 
the. donations of private individuals have 
brought the total up to nearly $20,000, so that 
an exceptionally good show is expected of al- 
legoricai cars, cavaicades, anaicades, and 
masquerades. 

Sanitary Condition of Nice and Cannes, 

The articles of Dr. Wendt, which were pub- 
lished in the New York Herald, on the sani- 
tary condition of Nice and Cannes have creat- 
ed much talk among the authorities and the 
native doctors at these resorts. Dr. Wendt 
came to the Riviera as the special commis- 
sioner of the New York Medical Record. He had 
a letter of introduction from Mr. Blaine. The 
Mayors of Nice and Cannes showed him 
round the towns, drove him to the sources of 
the water supply, opened up the sewers for 
his inspection, and to use his own words 
let him “have a real good time.” 

The result has been a couple of articles il- 
lustrated with photographs in the supplement 
of the Paris Herald, but instead of giving fair 
and unprejudiced ideas on the sanitary condi- 
tions of Nice and Cannes, it is claimed they 
are one-sided and incomplete. 

The fact is a man who has been but a fort- 
night upon the shores of the Mediterranean 
cannot pretend to do justice to so important a 
subject as the sanitary arrangements and con- 
ditions for the health of twotowns which have 
a population of 90,000 and 30,000 inhabitants 
respectively. 

As a matter of fact both Cannes and 
Nice, and especially the former, have made 
great progress in the last few years, while as 
regards sanitary improvements and the con- 
ditions for living, the hotels of Cannes are 
practically perfect and most of the villas have 
been certified to be so by well-known sanitary 
engineers. In matters relating to drainage, 
it should he added, the new sewerage system, 
which has just been completed, is also work- 
ing well. 

In Nice, although it is less satisfactory in 
these respects, the mortality has been gradu- 
ally decreasing during the past ten years, and 
this is especially true with regard to zymotic 
diseases. There is little or no typhoid-fever, 
and such new cases as there are generally oc- 
cur among the dirtier quarters in the Italian 
portion of the old town, .

The public will rejoice that Judge Tuley has 
sustained the will left by the late John Crerar, 
and that if his opinion is affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court, as it most probably will be, 
| Gnicago-will be the weiner by virtue of the im- 
portant public and charitable bequests of the 
liberal-hearted testator, who desired to return 
to the city a portion of what it had given to 
him. 
The bill filed by the complainants, who were 
cousins of the deceased, but unknown to the 
testator, was for the purpose of diverting | 
these bequests to their own interests. They 
amounted to $800,000 for various charitable 
purposes, and the residue of about $3,000,000 
was to be devoted to the organization, erec- 
tion, and maintenance of a publie reference 
library, which was to stand as a monument to 
Mr. -Crerar’s memory. The complainants 
contended that the residuary clause was void 
because it was obnoxious to the law of perpe- 
tuities and that the remaining bequests would 
not hold*because they were not of a public 
character. In rendering the decision the court 
held that a bequest for the education of the 
people was the highest form of charity, and 
that it unquestionably was the testator’s in- 
tention to devote the residuary estate to such 
a purpose asa gift. Upon this point Judge 
Tuley said: 

‘It appears to me that at once upon the death of 
the testator the rest and residue became im- 
pressed with and devoted to the charity of a free 
public library, of which the general public were 


the beneficiaries. There was no intention to make 
an intervening estate or to make the gift to char- 


ity to depend upon the future event of the trustees 


turning over this rest and residue,” but it is a 
present and unconditional ‘gift to charity, which 
vested eo inatanti the death of the testator, the» 
object and purpose of which charity is specifically 
pointed out by the will. 

It would be a forced construction of the will to 
say that the testator intended that the trustees 
should have power to retain the residuary estate 
from charitable purposes for such a length of 
time as they might wish. It was clearly his in- 
tention that they should turn over the same tothe 
corporation directed to be incorporated within a 
reasonable time, and there can be no doubt of the 
power of a court of chancery,-if they failed to do 
50, to compel them to so act. 

The clear intention of the testator was that the 
residuary estate should become at his death a 
gift to charity, and that it should not depend, as 
to its being a gift, upon the trustees turning over 
the same, or upon the time when the trustees 
should turn over the same. 

As to the other legacies challenged the court 
held that they are part and parcel of the resid 


uum and consequently cannot go to the com- 


On this point the court said: 

In my opinion it is not necessary for me to pass 
upon the validity of the various special legacies 
challenged by complainants. They cannot benefit 
by them if void, and therefore have no standing 
in this court to challenge their validity. The 
trustees are not seeking any instruction of this 
court concerning such special legacies. Until 
they do so (and it is more than probable that they 
may not deem it necessary to do so) or the resid- 
uary legatee attacks them, it will,inmy opinion, 
be improper for the court to pass upon the validity 
of such special legacies. 

Under this broad decision of the court, if 
it be sustained by the Supreme Court—and it 
undoubtedly will be, since that tribunai al- 
ready has held that a gift of this kind was for 
charitable purposes—Chicago will before long 
have another great public library. 

The trustees of the Crerar Library thus far 
have made no progress towards the realiza- 
tion of Mr. Crerar’s generous purpose, as they 
‘were aware the effort would be made to break 
the will, and preferred to wait for a decision 
before arranging any of the preliminaries. 
Now, however, that they have won in the open- 
ing engagement and have every reason to be- 
heve they will be successful in the close, inter- 
est will at once be aroused in the details of the 
new library project, and the trustees doubt- 
less will begin to give to it their serious atten- 
tion. It is well understood that it was Mr. 
Crerar’s intention the library should be of the 
same reference character as the Newberry 
Library, and that its location should be on the 
South Side. No site has yet been decided 
upon, but it will not be difficult to find plenty 
of available locations, and in all probability 
the trustees will only seek to place it where it 
will be most convenient and available for the.

THE INFLUENZA BACILLUS. 

It was announced a few days ago ina dis- 
pateh from Germany that Dr. Pfeiffer of Ber- 
lin, the son-in-law of Prof. Koch, had identi- 
fied the special baciilus which is responsible 
for the influenza or grip and located it beyond 
all question. Au article in the Deutsche Med- 
icinische Wochenschrift furnishes additional 
and interesting details concerning this minute 
pest and its modus operandi, 

Dr. Pfeiffer bases his deductions on thirty- 
one cases of influenza, in six of which he 
held a post-mortem examination. In every 
one of these cases ‘a bacillus of a definite 
species was found in the characteristic puru- 
lent bronchial secretion. In uncomplicated 
cases it was found in absolutely pure culture 
and in enormous quantities. In cases where 
the influenza attacked persons whose bron- 
chial tubes were already diseased otherwise, 
other micro-organisms were discovered. The 
specific bacilli were found exclusively in 
eases of influenza and were absent in bron- 
chial catarrh, pneumonia, and pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. They kept pace with the progress 
of the disease, and disappeared entirely with 
the cessation of purulent bronchial secretion. 

From such conditions as these the conclu- 
sion is inevitabie that the bacilius discovered 
by Dr. Pfeiffer is the bacillus of influenza, or la 
grippe, and that it is a distinct special disease 
rather than a phase of another disease, or the 
result of complications of other diseases. The 
bacilli are described as tiny rodlets of the 
thickness of bacilli of mouse-septicemia, but 
only half the length of these, and sometimes 
three or four are strung together in a chain. 
They can be obtained in pure cultures, but 
often are only fecognizable with the lens. Dr. 
Pfeiffer succeeded in carrying them to the sec- 
ond generation, and obtained positive results 
from inoculation experiments on apes and 
rabbits. From all these circumstances the 
German investigator arrives at the reasona- 
ble conclusion that these bacilli are the excit- 
ing causes of influenza, and that the infection 
is caused by sputum charged with the germs 
of disease, thus entailing the absolute necessi- 
ty of disinfecting the sputa of patients. Dr. 
Kitasato of Berlin also has been experiment- 
ing with these bacilli, and succeeded in carry- 

ing them to the fifth generation, the principal 
cause of the difficulty in these cultures being 
their contamination with micrvo-organisms 
from the mouth, which are abundant, and 
overgrow and hide this peculiar parasite. 
The results of Dr. Pfeiffer’s investigation 
are also confirmed by those of Dr. Canon, the 
assistant physician in the Moabit Hospital, 
who has identified the same bacillus in cases 
of influenza, but located it in the blood. When 
compared with ‘the Pfeiffer bacillus it was 
found to be the same pest and was discovered 
only in the blood of persons afflicted with the 
influenza. ; 

All the testimony in fact as set forth by the 
German savants who were working towards 
the same result from different directions es- 
tablishes beyond question that there is a spe- 
cific bacillus which is responsible for this wide- 
spread disease. This is one step gained by 
science, but if it does not go farther than this 
it might as well never have been taken, for it 
1s no comfort to 4 patient to know that he is 
full of these minute rodlets if there is no 
way to stop their ravages. The eavanis now 
should bend all their energies upon the dis- 
covery of a remedy for the parasites. Their 
identity and location are of little account if 
they cannot be extirpated. As Toots would 
say, cultures “are of no consequence“ if 
suffering humanity is to be left exposed to the 
ravages of these pests and no remedy for 
thent can be suggested. It is little comfort to 
be told there is a mad dog after you if you 
have no means of protecting yourself from 
the rabid animal. 


IMMEDIATE NEED OF GREATER SEWAGE 
DILUTION. 

The State Board of Health has sent Dr. 
Rauch to t tity to see whether there is an 
unusual number of typhoid-fever cases, and, 
it so, whether a pollution of the drinkfhg 
water by sewage is one of the causes. His in- 
vestigations have gone so far as to convince 
him that the quality of the water pumped now 
is not what it should be- Therefore he called 
on the City Engineer last week and pressed on 
him the necessity of increasing the amount of 
water lifted out of the South Branch into the 
canal. Probably the present intermittent di- 
lution does not exceed 25,000 .cubic feet 
per minute. It may not amount to that. It 
is proposed by the Commissioner of Public 
Works to raise it to 60,000. 

Dr. Rauch told the City Engineer that this 
increased dilution would not be sufficient, that 
the quantity oughtito be raised to 100, 000 cubie 
feet, and that the banks of the canal should 
be built up so that it would carry that amount 
of water. There is much truth in what Dr. 


| Rauch says. The city could get along, 
| especially after the four-mile tunnel has 


been eompleted, if it could throw steadily 


60,000 cubic feet into the canal. But when- 


ever there is a little rain along its line the 
water drains into the canal and the quantity 
that can be pumped into it is diminished. If 
the banks were raised so that it would stand a- 
maximum of 100,000 cubic feet a minute then 
it would be possible to pump 60,000 auring 
most seasons of wet weather. 

The City Engineer admitted the truth of Dr. 
Rauch’s reasoning, but suggested that the city 
had not the authority to spend money in 
raising the canal banks outside its limits, no 
matter how great the necessity might be. In 
that he 1s mistaken. If the Canal Commis- 
sioners consent—and there is no reason why 
they should not—the city can spend the 
money. The appropriation will be one which 
it is within the powers of 18 Council to 
make.

NOT MONEY ENOUGH FOR ALL ¢ OF THEM, 

The revenues of the city this year will be 
about $800,000 larger than for 1891, but the 
increased demands on the Treasury by thé 
various heads of departments would swallow 
up three times $800,000 if they were allowed. 
The appropriation for street cleaning last 
year was about $600,000, The Superintendent 
of that department thinks he ought to have 
$1,700,000 to expend in 1892, If he had his 
way he would take for one single purpose 
more than the entire increase in revenue. The 


more men, and will probably ask for 700, 
which means an extra expense of over half a 
million. Other departments are also clamor- 
ing for more money. Among S80 many claim- 
ants that $800,000 extra will go but a litile 
ways. ; 

There are some matters which will have to 
be provided for no matter what their cost 
may be. The Bri ort pumping-works 
must be réeonstructed, and that will take over 
a hundred thousand dollars, So it is plain 
that the Superintendent of Streets cannot get 
the money he asks for and the Chief of Police 
cannot get his 700 men unless the Council 
chooses to increase the license receipts, which 
| there is no likelihood gf its doing, or unless 

the Aldermen will consent to knock off super- 
fluous inspectors and pupernuméraries 
and to cut down where they are too 
high. That is contrary to all the precedents, 
however. The police force might be increased 
by reducing slightly the pay of the officers and 
men. But no one imagines that the Aldermen 
would permit that to be done. 

So the Superintendent of Streets and the 
Chief of Police, instead of asking for so much 
more money and so many more men, ought to 
spend their time in devising ways and means 
to get more out of each dollar and each man 
that they will get than last year. Each of 
them has enjoyed nearly a twelvemonth of 
experience, and in that time must have be- 
come acquainted and disgusted with shiftless, 
expensive city methods. Each of them is in a 
position now where he can introduce improvo- 
ments. The Superintendent has learnéd how 
money is wasted owing to the defective street- 
cleaning system in vogue. The Chief of Po- 
lice took charge of a force crippled and made 
ineffective by the fact that it was run for po- 
litical purposes only. By banishing politics 
from the force, by raising the standard of the 
men and weeding out the inefficient, superan- 
nuated officers, he has increased its efficiency 
so that a thousand men today are worth as 
much as 1,500 a year ago. By rigid discipline, 
and by compelling every man to do his duty, 
he will be able to get through the year and 
give the city a fair measure of police protec- 
tion even if he is unable to raise his force to 
2,500 men. ‘ 


FOR PROMULGATING SMOKE. 

It is reported that a number of manufactur- 
ers in this city are endeavoring to organize a 
coéperative alliance for the purpose of pro- 
tection ’’ against the effort to reduce the smoke 
nuisance toa minimum. They wrongly con- 
strue that effort into a movement of attack 
on the productive industries of Chicago.“ 
They affect to believe it is the presage to new 
and stringent legislation that will inflict ex- 
pense and hardships upon manufacturers. 
Therefore they are pledging themselves to a 
demand for the revocation of the existing 
smoke ordinance “ till some practical remedy 
for the nuisance has been suggested, and to 
resist any interference on the part of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Smoke. 

The real animus of the alliance appears to 
be an idea that the movement for the mini- 
mizing of the smoke nuisance is in reality the 
striking of a blow at the soft coal interests. 
It is assumed that soft coal cannot be burned 
without throwing off a great deal of smoke, 
that other people admit this, and that there- 
fore it is the intention to force manufacturers 
into the use of anthracitic instead of the bitu- 
minous article. As the later is much the 
cheaper of the two it is held that the success 
of the proposed reform would ruin the manu- 
facturers by rendering them unable to com- 
pete with those of other cities, and so the in- 
novation must be resisted to the utter:nost. 
The argument is, Better that the whole of 
Chicago be daily coated with coal smoke than 
that its vital industries be destroyed. 

This is a radical mistake, and therefore it is 
to be regretted that it is taken as the basis of 
an organization which proposes to spend much 
money in fighting the attempt to avoid smoke. 
The association formed for the latter purpose 
has expressly deciared its work to lie along 
practical lines, that it is not intended to press 
any measures which shall injure business, and 
that its work is to be rather that of an adviser 
and friendly teacher than of public prosecu- 
tor. It has signifled its intention to provide 
means for instructing firemen without cost in 


the art of using fuel so that it will all be con- 
‘sumed, and certainly has given reason to be- 


lieve this is hoped to be accomplished without 
driving out the use of soft coal. It has pro- 
posed to work for a saving of fuel 
to an extent that promises to be 
at least equal to the extra cost in- 
volved by careful firing, and to ins

What they 
do others can do. They ought to be expected 
to make reasonable efforts to accomplish those 
results, which is about all that is now required 
of them, 

If the money which it is proposed members 
of the alliance shall spend in fighting | the 
smoke ordinancé were devoted to the . recon- 
struction of faulty furnaces, to instruction of 
firemen in their duties, and then u little judf 
cious oversight to the process, nearly all 
would have been accomplished that is asked 
to be done. Hence it is the height of folly to 
undertake the contest. It were far better for 
these pugnacious manufacturers to get to- 
gether and see what they can agree upon 
among themselves as the preper action for 
carrying out the reform as far as practicable, 
Possibly also it would be much better for 
their own business, as they can hardly expect 
the public to regard those favorably who 
avow themselves bent upon perpetuating 4 
nuisance in the face of a kindly and necessary 
effort for its abatement. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD’S REAL ESTATE. 

There is hardly a meeting of the City Coun- 
cil that a Communication is not received from 
the Board of Education askmg for concur- 
rence in some recommendation . to purchase a 
school site ata good round figure in some 
division of the city. These recommendations 
are, as a rule, concurred. in without due ex- 
amination. This ought not to be so. As 
shown in yesterday’s Tarsunge the School 
Board now owns thirty-one school sites in the 
city on which there aré no buildings and for 
which none have been planned. Before the 
Council authorizes the purchase of another 
site it should have before it an explanation of 
all the circumstances. Are the sites now 
owned to be used at any time? If not, why 
were they purehased? What does the School 
Board iutend to do with them? There are 
half a dozen requests for concurrence in the 
School Board’s recommendation to purchase 
other sites now pending before the Council. 
These ought not to be acted on until the ex- 
planation here referred to is furnished. It 
may be that certain of the sites are not 
favorably situated now for school purposes, 
If that is the case the lots should be sold and 
the proceeds used in the purchase of suitable 
sites. The School Board asks the Council 
this year to appropriate $500,000 for the pur- 
chase of additional sites. The whole item 
ought to be stricken out. 

The Board of Education does not excel as a 
business body, though it is composed mostly 
of business men. Witness Mr. Boldenweck’s 
proposal to sell the acre property belonging 
to the school fund in order to pay for new 
buildings. It perhaps never occurred to Mr. 
Bolden weck, or to his colleagues, that his prop- 
osition is illegal. -In fact the absurd and 
foolish proposition was seriously entertained, 
But there 1s little danger now of its leading to 
mischief, Even though the School Fund 
Property committee should recommend its 
adoption, and the Board of Education should 
act favorably on the report of the committee, 
the property cannot be sold without the con- 
sent of the Council. That consent is not 
likely to be given. Mr. Boldenweck will have 
his labor for his pains. 

The fact that he made the proposition, and 
that it was seriously entertained by his 
colleagues, and the further facts set forth in 
Tas Tripungs yesterday, must convince the 
public that there is decided need for improve- 
ment in the business methods of the School 
Board. A better method of toning care of 
property is needed. 


THE DUTY OF RAILROADS AT STREET 
CROSSINGS. 

During the last few weeks there have been 
decisions by the Illinois Supreme Court and 
by local Judges of high standing laying down 
unequivocally the doctrine that a city has the 
authority under the police power delegated to 
it by the State to foree railroads ‘to provide 
for the safety of those traveling along streets 
they cross by compelling them to build via- 
ducts over their tracks or raise the latter 
above grade, so as to enable citizens to pass 
safely beneath them, and that all the expenses 
incurred by the roads must be paid by them 
and not by the municipality. Thus if the 
Council orders the erection of a viaduct the 
road must pay for the superstructure, the ap- 
proaches, and whatever damages may be done 
to adjoining property. 

That doctrine was set forth first in this city 
nearly twenty years ago by its then Mayor 
and by Judge Tuley, who was then Corpora- 
tion Counsel. The position taken by them 
will be found stated in an article in another 
column, giving the substance of a discussion 
between the city authorities and the repre- 
sentatives of several of the old roads in Jan- 
uary and February, 1873. 

Prior to the fire of 1871 the city had a very 
few wooden viaducts, In one or two cases 
the railroads had as a favor furnished part of 
the money with which to build them, but de- 
nied that they were under any legal obligation 
to do so, as their charters, and the ordinances 
giving them the right to enter the city, did not 
require it. The administration which came 
into office after the fire determined to rebuild 
the old burnt viaducts and to construct new 
ones, using iron ihstead of wood. That made 
them more expensive and the crippled state of 
the city’s finances made it the more necessary 
that the roads should pay for them. The Cor- 
poration Counsel was consulted by the Mayor. 
He was asked as a question of law whether the 
city under its police powers had not the au- 
thority to force railroads to make their cross- 
ings safe, and to bear the expense of doing so. 
His conclusion was that it had that authority. 

The first step taken was to provide for the 
future. A dozen new roads were seeking en- 
trance into the city, the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul bemg one of them. In the ordi- 
nances granting them the right to enter was 
incorporated the provision that they should 
build a certain number of viaducts when or- 


should: pay for superstructure and expenses, 
and also pay all damages which might be re- 
covered against the city. This was the first 
time that such requirements were made of 
railways. 

This much having been l a de- 
mand was made on the old roads to aid in the 
construction of viaducts. Some of them re- 


they were willing to bear part of the cost of 
one or two. Then came the conference, the 
proctedings of which are given elsewhere. 
The outcome was that the roads, while refus- 
ing to admit their legal ability, could not re- 
sist the pressure brought to bear on them, and 
agreed to pay the cost of the superstructures 
and abutments of a certain number of via- 
ducts, and about seven were built speedily on 
that basis.

THE WORLD’S BUSIEST SHIP CANAL. 


An Indication of the Enormous Increase of 
Traffic on the Lakes. 

Philadelphia Press: The greatest ship canal 
in the world, measured by the tonnage pass- 
ing through it, is on American soil, Few 
Americans realize this, as few of us at any 
time or on any subject realize that so far as 
mere material expansion goes we lead the 
world. No nation approaches us save En- 
gland in iron and coal. In any one of the 
world’s great ‘staple products a third or more 
of the world’s product will generally be found 
to be produced by the United Staves. 

The Sault Ste. Marie Canal in 1891 passed, 

— to the report just made, 9,744 regis- 

tered craft, or registered and unregistered to- 
gethér, 10,191. The former carried 8,888,759 
tons, But for the low stage of Water, the late 
opening of navigation, and the sinking of a 
steamer in the canal the tonnage would have 
reached 10,500,000 tons. The actual figures 
are already ‘and have been for several years 
past in advance of those of the Suez Canal, as 
these figures wil! show:

The most remarkable ‘advantage which 
the Sault Ste.

The Suez Canal, 
bemg a private corporation and enjoying a 
monopoly, advances its revenue with its 
business. The tolls which it levied in 1889 
were $13,800,000, One-half of this, or $6,800,-. 
000, was profit. These annual profits are 
about three times the cost of the present 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal. It is, it is true, only 
a mile long. while thé Suez Canal is ninety- 
mine miles and cost 5100, 000, 000. On the oth- 
er hand, the Suez Canal has no locks, while 
the Sault has the largest lock in the wor rid, 515 
by 80 feet, with an 18-feet lift.

The freight 
tonnage 357170 through the Detroit River in 
1889 was 19,717,860 tons, or nearly four times 
that of the Suez Canal. ‘he vessels on the 
great lakes at the close of the same 
year were 2,784 in number, their gross

| „750. While these vessels cost 
only half of 1 per cent as much as she rail- 
roads of the United States, they carried 22 per 
cent as many ton-miles. This tonnage was 
carried for about $23,000,000, or one-seventh 
what it would have cost at the average rail 
rate. Thauks to the tonnage launched on the 
great lakes the United States is still the sec- 
ond shipbuilding nation in the world—-the ton-

“the Queen Pipe” is on the point of bemg 
abolished proves to be quite erroneous, In- 
quiry made at her Maiesty’s customs revealed 
that the time-honored oven in which tobacco 
is destroyed by the inland revenue authori- 
ties, and which, from being devoted solely to 
that purpose, has earned its fanciful title, is 
only to be replaced by afurnace of sterner 
stuff than the existing apparatus now present. 

From the time that Charles Dickens 
touched upon the subject a great deal of mis- 
e appears, to have gathered about 

the Queen's Pipe,” Instead of bemg a 
ravenous maw that is eternally smoking the 
2 of 2-1 cigars and provenders 

r pipes and cigarettes, it is the nt crema- 
tory of merely the worthless portions of 
cargoes and the refuse and sweepings of the 
bonding houses. After seizure contraband to- 
bacco is overhauled, and the good portions 
are separated from the worthless. Such por- 
tions as are retained are then passed on to a 
cutter He slices up the cakes, twists and 
plugs, and the different brands are then mixed 
and an agreeable blend obtained.

I have 
never made so picturesque a journey before,

There are only two or three streets here in 
this snug pucket in the hemlock hills, but they 
are handsome. When you stand at the foot of 
a street and look up the slant of it you see 
only block fronts of graceful pattern, with 
happily broken lines and the pleasing accent of 
bay projections and balconies in orderly dis- 
order and harmonious confusion, and always 
the color is fresh ana cheery, various shades 
of cream, with softly contrasting trimmings 
of white, and now and then a touch of dim 
red. These blocks are all thick-walled, solid, 
massive, tall, for this is Europe; but it is the 
brightest and newest-looking town on the 
continent and as pretty as anybody could re- 


bed drunk every night till you get well. They 
spare nothing, they spare nobody. Reform, 
reform, that is their whole song. If a person 
is an orator, they gag him; if he likes to read, 

won’t let him; if he wants to sing, they 
make him whistle. They say they can cure 
any ailment, and they do seem to do it; but 
why should a patient come all the way here?

didn’t come here to take baths; I only 
came to look around. But first one person 
and then another began to throw out hints 
and pretty soon I was a good deal concerned 
about myself.

I started in at the upper end of 
the mill and went through. I am said to be all 
right now and free from disease, but this does 
not surprise me. What Ihave been through 
in these two weeks would free a person of 
pretty much everything in him that wasn’t 
nailed there—any loose thing, any unattached 
fragment of bone, or meat, or morals, or dis- 
ease, or propensities, or accomplishments, or 
what not.

A remarkable bistory of hymnology, com- 
piled after a laborious research of twenty 
years, by John Julian, vicar of Wineobank, 
has just been published in London and is ex- 
citing the wonder and admiration of the re- 
ligious world. It is said to be a triumph of 
typography as well as of erudition. Mr. 
Julian, or his assistant, Mr. Mearns, 
in collecting material for the work, 
either visited most of the great 
libraries of Europe or communicated with 
the librarians. They have consulted 10,000 
manuscripts and annotated about 30,000 
hymns. More than 2,000,000 words have been 
written by the editor himself. Every hne in 
the book has been revised in proof from five 
to ten times. Every hymn with a history has 
a special article devoted to it, and there are 
biographies of all the known writers of hymns, 
from the earliest Greek fathers, who gave 


i metrical form to rehgious thought, down to 


the youngest curate who has added to the 
store of sacred song. Hymnology in various 
countries, tongues, and denominations is 
treated under separate headings. |

A Singular Climate. 


Iseem to be wandering from the subject, 
but Lam not. This is about the coldest place 
I ever saw. and the wettest, too. This August 
seems like an English November to me. 
Rain? Why, it seems to like to rain here. It 
seems to rain every time there is a chance. 
You are strictly required to be out airmg and 
exercising whenever the sun is shining, so T 
hate to see the sun shine because I hate air 
and exercise duty air and duty exercise taken 
for medicine. It seems ungenuine, out of 
season, degraded to sordki utilities, a subtle, 
spiritual something gone from it which one 
can’t describe in words, but—don’t you under- 
stand ?—with that something gone what is left 
is but canned air, canned exercise, and you 
don’t want it : 

When the sun does shine for a few moments 
or n few hours these people swarm out and 
flock through the streets and over the hills and 
through the pine woods, and make the most 
of the chance, and I have flocked out, too, on 
some of those occasions, but as a rule I stay 
in ‘and try to get warm. 

And what is there for means, besides heavy 
clothing and rugs, and the polished white 
tomb that stands lofty and heartless in the 
corner and thinks it is a stove? Of all the 
creations of human insanity this thing is the 
most forbidding. Whether it is heating the 
room or isn’t, theexpression is the same—cold 
indifference. You can’t tell which it is doing 
without going and putting your hand on it. 
They burn little handfuls of kindlings in it, no 
substantial wood, and no coal. 

The fire burns out every fifteen minutes, and 
there is no way to tell when this has hap- 
pened, On these dismal days with the rain 
steadily falling it is no better company than a 
corpse. A roaring hickory fire, with the 
cordial flames leaping up the chimney—but I 
must not think of such things, they make a 
person homesick. This is 4 most strange place 
to come to get rid of disease. 

That is what you think most of the time. 
But in the intervals, when the sun shines and 
you are tramping the hills and are compara- 
tively warm, you get to be neutral, maybe even 
friendly. I went up to the Aussichtthurm the 
other day. Thisis a tower which stands on 
the summit of a steep hemlock mountain 
here: a tower which there isn’t the least use 
for, because the view is as good at the base of 
it as it is at the top of it. But Germanic peo- 
ples are just mad for views—they never get 
enough of a view—if they owned Mont Blanc, 
they would build a tower on top of it. 

The roads up that mountain through that 
hemlock forest are hard packed and smooth, 
and the grades are easy and comfortable.

One of the most curious things in these 
countries 1s the street manners of the men 
and women.

I 
noticed this strange barbarism first in Geneva 
twelve years ago.

The fat 
ones and the lean ones are nearly the worst at 
it, but not quite; the dyspeptics are the worst. 
They are at it day and night and all along. 
They have more symptoms than ail the others 
put together, and so there is more variety of 
experience, more change of condition, more 
adventure, and conSequently more play for the 
imagination, more scope for lying, 
and in every way a bigger ‘ield for 
talk. Go where you will, hide 
where you may, you cannot escape that word 
liver; you overhear it constantly—in the 
street, in the shop, in the theater, in the music 
grounds. Wherever you. see two or a dozen 
porate of ordinary bulk talking together, vou 

now they are talking about their livers. 
When you first arrive here your new acquaint- 
ances seem sad and hard to talk to, but pretty 
soon you get the lay of the land and the hang 
of things, and atter that you haven’t any more 
trouble. You look into the dreary, dull eye, 
ana softly say: 

Well, how’s your liver?“ 

You will see that dim eye flash up witha 
grateful flame, and you will see that jaw be- 
gin to work, and you will recognize that noth- 
ing is required of you from this out but to 
listen as loug as you remain conscious. After 
a few days you will begin to notice that out of 
these people's talk a gospel is framing itself, 
and next you will find yourself believing it. It 
is this—that a man is not what his rearing, 
his schooling, his beliefs, his principles make 
him, he 1s — his liver makes him; that with 
a healthy liver he will have the clear-seeing 
eye, the honest heart, the sincere mind, the 
loving spirit, the loyal soul, and truth and 
trust and faith that are based as Gibraltar is 
based, and that with an unhealthy liver he 
must and will have the opposite of all these; 
he will see nothing as it really is, he cannot 
trust anybody or believe in anythmg. his 
moral foundations are gone from under him. 
Now, isn’t that interesting? I think it is. 
Two days ago, perceiving that there was 
something unusual the matter with me, I Went 
around from doctor to doctor, but without 
avail; they said they had never seen this kind 
of symptoms before—at least, not all of them. 
They had seen some of them, but differently 


plenty of room, but that is no matter; you are 
always escaping collisions by mere quarter 
inches.

In the estimation of Mr. Julian a hymn is 
any copy of verses that has been included in a 
hymn book or designed or adapted for congre- 
gational singing. The total nuthber satisfying 
this criterion is, Mr. Julian estimates, not less 
than 400,000; and it is curious to learn that, 
following the order of languages, the greatest 
number have been composed in German. 
English hymns come next, then Latin, and 
finally Greek. The comparative barrenness of 
the Romance and Slavouic lan is to 
be explained, no doubt, by the hold which 
fixed ritual and traditional forms have on 
the Greek and Romance churches. The very 
earliest hymns, such as My Soul Doth Mag- 
nify the Lord and the quotations in the Epis- 
tles were, of course, in Greek, and 170 years 
elapsed before the voice of sacred song found 
expression mm a second tongue. That was 
Syriac. Then followed two more 2 uries 
till that long and still unclosed cycle of Latin 
hymn writing began, to which our modern 
collections still owe the most melodious and 

assionate of their lyrics. It is pleasing to an 
English churchman to know that when the 
seal of silence was taken from the young 
tongues of the West the strain of prayer 
praise was first outpoured in early English.“ 

Many lovers.of sacred music may be sur- 
prised, after reading Mr. Julian’s book, to 
learn the origin of their favorite hymns. The 
various modifications of Rock of Ages are 
traced from the time of the first appearance of 
a single verse in the Gospel Magazine of 1775 
down to the latest variant. Probably few peo- 
ple are aware that Guide Us, O Thou Great 
Jehovah ” is a translation of a Welsh original 
written in the middle of the last century. Mr. 
Julian presents to us sixteen versions of 
‘* Adeate Fideles, Leti Friumphantes ”’ in com- 
mon use and twenty-two which are less known, 
Of the Dies Isre2”’ the numbers are: In 
common use, 19; not in common use, 133, 
Every one of these has been separately: noted 
and all have been critically compared. The 
biographical sketches of hymn writers and 
translators are not all complimentary. Lo- 
gan is handled without gloves. He it was 
who published a book of hymns, including the 
beautiful and —— “Where High the 
Heavenly Temple Stands, and them 
off as original compositions.

A foreign actor of eminence who visits Amer- 
ica toexploit his talent and to garner coin scarce- 
ly considers his tour complete unless he writes 
a book to record his impressions of the na- 
tion and its peculiarities. These players ail fol- 
low the example of Tyrone Power, the come- 
dian, who, if not the firat celebrated actor to 
make a tour of America, was at all events the 
first actor who wrote a book about this coun- 
try. The Thespians of the present day find 
much to criticise in the American theaters and 
theater-goers, and one might reasonably expect 
that in the early 30s, when Tyrone Power 
visited the country, criticism might be eren 
more fault-finding. Nearly ten years later 
Charles Dickens came over on his first visit, 
and he found tault enough in all conscience. 
Perhaps no country was ever held up to ridi- 
cule inore mercilessly than this Republic was 
by Dickens in his American Notes“ and his 
Martin Chuzzlewit.“ It is pleasant there- 
fore to read Tyrone Power's record, which 
is as full of genial good-temper as Dickens’ 
account is of venom and rancor. Perhaps 
the difference was entirely one of personal 
standpoint. Dickens thought his books had 
been stolen by Americans; Power knew that 
the Americans had welcomed him cordially 
and poured money into his coffers.

shrinks a great deal. The thicknesses are 
then to be quilted in long stitches and at wide 
intervals with wide darning cotton, the edges 
turned in, where they are not folded, and the 
article is ready. If the netting is colored toss 
the cloths into the boiler before using, and 
boil out the dye. The wearing quality of these 
netting cloths is almest unexcelled, while the 
loose nesh makes them. very satisfactory to 
use.—New York Times. 


ONE WOMAN LIKELY TO HOLD OFFICE. 


The Career of Miss Nora Smith, Douglas 
County’s Superintendent of Schools, 

Anent the fact that this is campaign year 
and stories of political wire pullers” are in 
order, it will not be amiss to state that among 
the whole army of Illinois men who figure in 
politics, few have shown more clever work 
in reaching’ official pasture or iu 
keeping up the fences after once 
being elected than the present Superintendent 
of Schools of Douglas County, III., Who, like 
Mrs. Lease of Kansas, glories in the fact that 
she is a woman. However much her politics 
may be petticoated, she simply sweeps away 
opposition among the electors of Douglas 
County—the land of broom-corn and wolf 
drives. 

Miss Nora Smith first appeared before a 
convention in Tuscola in. 1886, where, at the 
hands of the Democratic party, she 
was nominated for the office on which 
she still has a tenacious pull. 
It was her first race and she was determined 
to win. She seemed to take position from the 
word go and when the ‘frosts had colored the 
pumpkins of Douglas County Miss Nora came 
dow the homestretch in fine style, becoming 
a winner by a majority of 114. 

In 1890 she cast dismay into the ranks of a 
number of aspirants for the office by becom- 
ing a candidate for renomination, which she 
received without division. This year her op- 

nents used their best efforts to defeat her. 

ere was also àn element in her own party 
which Miss Smith herself calls mossbacks that 
sought to encompass her defeat be- 
cause she was a woman.” This obsta- 
cle was overcome by a clever move 


in political tactics by which sufficient Repub- 
lican votes were obtained to carry her into a 
second term. 

Miss Smith is eminently a business woman. 
In Tuscola, where she resides, she has fitted 
* suite of rooms with a brivate family, 
which form her living rooms, office, and li- 
brary, the home of her father bemg some dis- 
tance in the country. In the office is a lar 
safe over the doors of which is printed 
name, Nora Smith.“

Very different was 
the visit of Tyrone Power. He came over in 
the palmy days of the stock company. In- 
stead of having a season of engagements 
throughout the country he crossed the ocean 
in a packet to play six nights in New York, 
and more than that he did not expect to play. 
He came, not with a troupe, but alone, de- 
pending on the stock companies of the thea- 
ters at which he expected to act. 

It has been said recently that the most prof- 


itable sort of theatrical entertainment is that 


provided by Trish comedians and Irish plays. 
This is true of the present and it must have 
been true sixty years ago, for Power’s tour 
was a great monetary success, and he was a 
specialist in the delineation of Trish character. 
Indeed there seems to have been a prevalent 
taste for this sort of acting before Power came 
over, for he assures his readers that, when he 
first arrived, predictions of a dismal failure 
were made by people who told him that Irish 
plays had been greatly overdone in New York. 

Even in those days New-Yorkers had their 
present effete craze for everything foreign in

art, for Power states that no strange actor 
of the least note could open in New York to 
anything less than a full house; and to a full 
house Power made his first appearance in 
America Aug. 28, 1834. I do not think there 
were twenty women in the house, says the 
actor; all men, and enduring tbe heat of 
the black hole of Calcutta.” This was 
at the old Park Theater. Curiously enough, 
Power thinks it worth noting that no men 
took their coats off, none hung their legs over 
the gallery rail, and none put their feet upon 
the seats in front of them. The Park Theater 
was built in the style of the European thea- 
ters, with pit and boxes, three tiers of the 
latter. The orchestra was excellent, says 
Power, and if this is to be relied upon the 
New York theaters have retrograded, for at 
present their theatrical orchestras are abom- 
inable—greatly inferior to those of Chicago, 

In the American company, whichis praised 
by.the star, was Henry Placide, one of the 
best American actors of that time. Pla- 
eide, says the visitor, was descended from 
a long line of players, and he possessed a nat- 
ural talent which I have rarely seen surpassed, 
together with a chastity and simplicity of 
style which would do credit to the best school 
vf comedy, yet he has never been away 
from his own country. So it seems that 
even in those days America could produce 
actors without ing elsewhere for the ma- 
terial. Power also praises Mrs. Wheatleigh 
as a capital comedienne. Moreover, he has a 
good word to say for a daughter of this 
actress.

It Seems to Have Been Exterminated by 
Sudden Cold in 1882,

THE BIG TREES GF CALIFORNIA. 


How They Are Being Destroyea by Ax, 
Saw, and Blasting Powder. 

Visalia (Cal. ) Letter in the New York Sun: If 
the groves of the Sequoia gigantea, the famous 
big trees of California, are to be preserved 
for another generation to see and wonder at, 
the National Government will have to act 
very soon. The ruthless destruction of these 
forest kings that is going on through the en- 
tire belt of the groves, wherever the govern- 
ment has not already thrown its protecting 
hand, is beyond appreciation by any one who 
has not seen it. 

These trees grow nowhere in the world but 
along a certain well-defined beit of the west- 
at an eleva- 
tion of about 6,000 feet, where they are scat- 
tered in irregular groups, numbering perhaps 
a score, through a distance of about two hun- 
dred mules. ne would think that objects so 
unique, to say nothing of their beauty and 
grandeur and their marvelous age, would be 
safe from the bands of the lumberman, and 
particularly so since the mountain sides are 
covered thickly with forests that are just as 
valuable, for money-making purposes, as the 
sequoias. But the lumberman is all-devour- 
ing. Hehas attacked these few groves of 
giant trees as if his sole purpose in life was to 
exterminate them as quickly as possible. 

North of the Yosemité Valley the Calaveras 
grove is untouched. Thirty-five miles south 
of the valley is the Mariposa grove, which is 
included in the Yosemite grant, and is there- 
fore safe. 

But the Fresno Flats groye, the next one in 
the belt, is a scene of destruction. It belongs 
to the California Lumber company of San 
José. Its policy.has been to — * the 
trees without regard to age or sizb, beauty or 
grandeur. This was once one of the most 
beautiful of the groves, but today it is a piti- 
ful wreck. Giants of the forest, fifteen, twen- 
ty, and thirty feet in diameter, lie on the 
ground in every direction. The largest 
trunks, those that are too large to be handled 
easily with the saw, have been shattered with 
blasting powder. Stumps of the trees six, 
ten, or a dozen feet high are all about, an 
army of witnesses to the malevolent avarice of 
men. Occasionally there is a mighty tree 
still standing, with a great gash, perhaps five 
feet deep, cut and sawed into one side. This 
grove has been almost annihilated. When 
the company cleans up the trunks and limbs 
that now cover the ground its work of aestruc- 
tion will be just about completed. It has been 
engaged on this grove for a number of years, 
and has turned its attention almost entirely to 
the sequoias. 

If the big tree lumber brought higher prices 
than any other sort the zeal which is shown 
in the destruction of the groves could be un- 


derstood. But it rates no higher in the mar- 


ket than the sugar pine, with which the 
mountain slopes are densely covered. The 
lumber companies could have made just as 
much money and been at no expense for blast- 
ing powder if they had let the big trees alone 
and turned to the sugar pines, 
In the groves further south the same scene 
is repeated time after time. In that portion of 
the sequoia belt between the north and south 
boundaries of Tulare County alone there are 
at least ten milis, every one of which is indus- 
triousiy working away at the big trees. Their 
owners evidentiy fear that the National Gov- 
ernment will some day awaken to the wisdom 
of throwing protection arotind these unique 
groves, and they are determined to get just as 
much money out of them as possible before 
that day comes. 

In the Fresno grove, which is on the line 
between Fresno and Tulare Counties, the Gen. 
Grant National Park preserves a few of the 


big trees. It is only a square mile in extent, 


and does not include the whole of the grove. 
The rest of it is rapidly disappearing. 

A little to the southeast the Sequoia Nation- 
al Park includes the North Kaweah and South 
Kaweah groves, which were withdrawn from 
sale in time to save theni from destruction. 

Through the remainder of the groves one 
comes upon the same scene again and again. 
Everywhere dx, saw, and blasting powder are 
doing their detestable work with speed and 
thoroughness. ‘ 

_It has been proposed to-extend the bounda- 
ries of the Sequoia Park so that it will em- 
brace all the sequoia groves in Tulare County 
and cover the mountain slope from the sum- 
mit of the Sierras nearly to the Jower timber 
line. If the proposition included the whole 
belt of the sequoias, from the most northern 
grove to the most southern tree, it would be 
still more heartily aap reved by all those (ex- 
cepting always the mill-owners) who have vis- 
ited the groves and know how hopeless is their

A train came along 
and was unmolested, and the engineer took 
the news to Baltimore. Had Brown taken what 
arms his adherents could carry and retreated 
to his rock-bound retreat, Howard thinks 
all would have been well, for the Kennedy farm 
was a place as easily defended as Thermopylz. 
The second day the troo arrived, and the 
little band were shut in like rats in a hole.

After being driven out of the arsenal Kagi and 
five others; Howard among them. tried to hold 
a dugout on the river bank on the Virginia 
side. The fire became too hot for them, and 
they started for a rocky island in the middle 
of the river. Kagi and the other four men 
were killed, a halt-dozen bullets striking Kagi 
at the same time. Howard says that his es- 
cape was this way: 

** When 200 men are firing at five it is a nar- 
row chance. Troops were coming in on the 
trains. That was tne reason we took to the 
rock, So much lead came down all-about me 
I got into the river. I went under the water 
and r under, coming up but once or 
twice. went with the current, and wheu 1 

ot out far enough I paddled a little faster. 
Vhen I floated the current helped me a little. 
1 thought of that chance. It seemed to be 
the only way. I saw dead bodies) floating 
down and the troops thought I was killed with 
the others. When I reached land on the 
Maryland side I went to the Kennedy house, 
from there to St. Louis, and thence back to 
Rhode Island.”’ 

John Brown and six of the captured men 
were hanged at Charlestown, Va., for treason 
and murder. Howard would have shared their 
fate had he been captured. He kept quiet 
until the war broke out, when he enlisted in 
the Ninth Rhode Island Regiment. Howara 
is confident that if the attack had been de- 
layed the result would have been altogether 
different. They would soon have had thou- 
sands of men to aid them in their scheme of 
liberating the Virginia slaves. Howard says 
that he knows where Brown’s papers were 
buried. Howard was impressed with Brown’s 
deep religious*spirit, the strict obedience of 
his sons, and the confidence he had in the ulti- 
mate success of his scheme, and he resents 
any attacks upon the martyr’s sincerity or 
sanity. * 


THE BEAUTY OF CHILEAN WOMEN. 


It Is Not of a Classical Type but Coquet- 
tish and Fascinating. 

While the general thought of today in re- 
gard to Chile has a bellicose tendency, it is 
pleasant to turn to a more peaceful subject in 
connection with the little republic. It mat- 
ters not how rough the heart of man may be, 
he is generally susceptible to beauty. and 
thoughts of a more gentle conquest may 
reign when we forget the men in the contem- 
plation of the women of Chile, says 
Harper’s Weekly. The races of the North, 
who are for the most part fair, 
are prone to acknowledge the beauty of their 
dark-eyed Southern sisters. The standard of 
beauty may not be so high—that is, it may 
lack the regularity of feature that is so charm- 
ing, the classic simplicity which possesses a 
grace of its own—but the women of the 
warmer latitude have a certain coquetry that 
is more or less irresistible. Especially so is it 
in the case of the creole and Spanish types 
which are found in Chile. The women all 
affect the black shawl, or manta, ana this is 
the regulation morning and church attire, no 
woman ever going to mass without this simple 
wrap. Some travelers go so far as to assert 
that it is this manta which lends so much 
charm to the wearer, and makes her attractive, 
while without it she might not receive a sec- 
ond glance. This may be true; but no matter 
how beautiful Carmen might be, there 
would be something lost throughout the 
entire opera did she not wear her 
manta. Those who have seen Carmen can 
appreciate the charm of the women of Chile, 
in whose veins runs the Spanish blood. There 
is coquetry in every motion, suggestive of sly 
exchange of notes at the church porch, under 
the eyes of the watchful duenna. In Chile, 
however, the women do not suffer the tire- 
some chaperonage that is undergone by their 
Spanish sisters; but perhaps that is one of 
the advantages of a republic. Why, they 
even have women as street-car conductors, 
but it must be said that the manta does 
not play a part in the collection of fares, 
which is commonplace under any circum- 
stances. The women were put on during the 
war with Peru, when men were scarce and all 
needed at the front. These conductors, how- 
ever, are many of them very attractive, and 
the youth of Valparaiso is not inclined to sit 
inside the car while a pretty young woman 
stands on the outer platform. The Saxon 
type is not uncomu. on in Chile, but one can- 
not reconcile the idea of their special dress 
under such circumstances, and the best exam- 
ples of Chilean beauty are distinctive.

There have been so many rumors of sales of 
the Leland Hotel to various purchasers, lo- 
cated at different times in Chicago, New York, 
and Boston, that an authentic statement of 
the condition of the property will be of gen- 
eral interest. All arrangements have been 
made for the sale of the entire property for 
$1,025,000. The odd $25,000, in fact, is the 
only point which has prevented the completion 
of the sale before this. “ 

„A contract for the sale of the Leland Hotel 
building for $300,000, the furniture and. good- 
will ot the house for $190,000, and the land on 
which the building stands for $625,000, is signed 
and in escrow with J. K. Esdall, said A J. 


Cooper in discussing the matter. Ibis con- 
tract of sale runs to me. I have arranged in 
— for the sale of the land to the Chicago 

al Estate Trustees, a syndicate com 
largely of Boston capitalists. The Grand View 
Hotel company, in which a majority of the 
stock will be held by myself and Mrs. Cuthbert, 
has been organized to lease the ground for 
ninety-nine years at 6 per cent on 8625, 000. 
This company will also buy the building, fur- 
niture, and good will of the house tor $400,000 
The company has been organized with a 
capital stock of $500,000, the extra $100,000 be- 
ing provided for adding to and refitting the 

resent building. The Real Estate Trustees 

ve offered $625,000 for the fee. I have of- 
fared it to them for $650,000. This difference 
of $25,000 is all which had stood in the way of 
the completion of the deal. 

It is probable that within a week this mat- 
ter will be finally adjusted. The land fronts 
160 feet in Michigan avenue and 180 feet on 
Jackson street. At $650,000 the land valua- 
tion is about $25 a square foot. The Leroy 
Payne property adjoining the Argyle flats is 
held at $26 a foot. The Brunswick Hotel prop- 
erty was sold at $40 a square foot. A number 
of comparisons can be made with recent 
transactions on.

it was taken by arren F. Leland from 
Messrs. Cobb & Bradley, who had purchased 
it for $220,000. 


CHICAGO BUILDINGS COMMENDED. 


The Commercial Form of Architecture in 
the Most Approved Types. 

A letter published in the Architecture and 
Building gives one opinion of Chicago office 
buildings from an Eastern standpoint. It 
answers iu a certaim way the objections raised 
to the commercial types of architecture which 
have been developed in Chicago and which 
ean be traced in almost every modern office 
structure. The article is as follows: 

It is not the least of Chicago's distinctions that 
its architecture is, both to tbe general visitor and 
the architect, one ‘of its most interesti and note- 
worthy featares. The tremendous height of the 
new buildings have concentrated attention upon 
them in all parts of the world, but it is safe to say 
that few edifices, as a class, have been more mis- 
represented or more misunderstood. „ It is quite 
true that mere mass is one of the least artistic of 
architectural qualities, and buildings that have 
nothing but their size to recommend them may 
well be left, speaking generally, outside archi- 
tectural criticism: but the big buildings of Chica- 
go do not come under this head. T hey are essen- 
tially modern in every respect, constructed in ac- 
cordance with new ideas, or, perhavs it would be 
safer to say, constructed with new modifications 
of old ideas, since the principle of concentrating 
beams, and 
piers is in itself not different from the old Gothic 
idea of concentration of arch thrusts. Represent- 
ing modern needs, expressing the necessities of 
modern life, the Chicago office building of toda 
represents a development of architecture to — 
woe in the East are. to our great disadvantage, 
unfamiliar. 

Chicago buildings thoroughly express their pur- 
pose and intention in their architectural form.

The Man Who Writes. 

Let us consider next the writing, Brander 
Mattnews, impressed with the conviction that 
the story is everything, says that it matters 
little who writes the book. He assumes that 
both partners are equal in attraction and 
charm of style as in other respects, Let us 
accept that e Let us believe that 
no writer would collaborate with any one not 
his own equal in power and charm of style. 
Even on this assumption I cannot agree with 
mm. I think that in every kind of partner- 
ship, and especially in literary partnerships, 
one of the two must be in authority; one 
of the two must have the final word; one 
— es ee — be 

e last touches. It may hap and 
it should happen, that two ac- 
customed to work together in this way would 
carry on a plot and get all that there is to be 
got out of a situation or an incident easily 
and harmoniously, so that the labor would be 
halved ; yet, as Mr. Matthews very properly 
insists, literary partners must nevér begin to 
measure each other’s work. But literary 
style is another thing. The partners may 
take turn about in revising or even in writ- 
ing. A true literary partnership is, as I 
will show directly, quite consistent with 
such an arrangement of the work. The 
presentment of the story must seem to be by 
one man. Noone woul listen to two men 
telling it together. We must hear—or think 
we hear—one voice. Therefore, one man must 
finally revise, or even write the whole work. 
Now this is the rock on which literary partner- 
ships get wrecked and love’s labor is lost. The 
partners conceive that each must write as 
much as the other. For instance, there was 
sent to me the other day a manuscript 
novel written in partnership, with the 
usual request that I would read it and 
give an opinion on it—in other words, 
sacrifice a whole day to the task of making 
two life-long enemies. The authors of this 
work (which has not yet seen the light) had 
arranged their fable and their characters. 
But unfortunately they made the great mis- 
take of writing it in alternate chapters. Now 
the style of one was notin the least like the 
style of the other; the effect was that of two 
men taking turns to tell the same story, each 
in hisown way and from his own point of view. 
Nothmg could have been more grotesque; 
nothing more ineffective.. Any one of the 
characters talked with two voices and two 
brains; the thing was a horrid nightmare. 

One of the two, then, I repeat—not necessa- 
rily always the same one--must have the re- 
vision of.tne work or the writing of the work. 

Can, then, the other man who has contrib- 
uted only rough shafts here and there, or even 
perhaps — * all in writing, be called a 
collaborator? ost certainly can. And 
in the recognition of this fact lies, I think, the 
chief value of this essay before us. 

Labors of Collaborators, 

Consider the work before a partnership en- 
g upon a novel. One of the two must 
contribute the leading motif of the work. 
Here we have the ‘infant. It is not i- 
ble for a child to have two mothers, but a 
child may be watched, trained, educat- 
ed, and molded by two women. For a 
single child with two nurses substitute a 
group with two directors, The first idea sug- 
gests leading situations; these suggest charuc- 
ters; these again other characters; in the dis- 
cussions concerning these it is obvious that 
there must be many divergencies into paths 
perilous, many turnings back, many experi- 
ments, many failures, many happy discov- 
eries, many checks before the whole is con- 
cluded. Surely.when two minds are engaged 
in producing this result, both may be called 
partners in theework. 

But there is much more. When the scenario 
is finally arranged, consider what each partner 
may further put into the work. Nothing can be 
got out of an art except what has been put into 


it. It will be the function of each to put in all 


he can, without stint of knowledge, of recollec- 
tion, ot experience, of fauey, of suggestion. If 
he has traveled his travels furnish a mine of 
observation; if he has gone about among men 
and traveled with his ears and eyes open to 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest, he has all 


that experience; he has perhaps read thousands 


of books; he has perhaps known many strange 
characters; he has had experiences, advent- 
ures, follies; he has heard the midnight bells; 
he has feasted and caroused; he.knows what 
we call the fleeting joys; he has loved and 
been loved; and if he throws into the work 
ali the ‘harvest, shall he not be called a part- 
ner? a . * — 
Ot course, the admission into partnership. 
the allowing of any claim to partnership, of 
one who has written none of the book, is a 
thing which may lead to 22 ome —— 
re posterous pretensions. man who only 
——— a single situation adopted by 
a novelist may claim partnership; 
or a daily newspaper which co 
tinually suggests ideas may claim partner- 
ship. As it is, we constantly hear of men 
claiming to have inspired this work or that. 
Novelists are always being accused of stealing 
plots or characters. A man once called on 
me to remonstrate tearfully with me on my 
eustom of stealing his ideas by means of hyp- 
notism. I have also received dozens of pro- 
posals from persons wishing to enter into 
partnership with me. One man offers a mag- 
nificent plot on the condition that his name 
shall appear on the title page as collaborator. 
It is difficult to make this person understand 
that much more than a plot must be ex- 
pected of a partner. Another sends a bulky 
manuscript. If I will only revise it and 
put his name with mine on the title page it is 
at my service. That man cannot understand 
that the work of an editor is not che work of 
collaboration. A third simply puts himself 
his genius, his experience, his reputation— 
at my service in return for literary partnér- 
ship. That man cannot understand that one 
would as soon offer to marry a girl met once 
at an evening party—or never met at all—as 
to take into partnership a complete stranger, 
who nevertheless insists strongly—I have al- 
ready dwelt upon this important point—that 
the main advantage of partnership lies in the 
discussion of plot and its situations and 
the hammering out of all the 
effects of which they are capable.

Nor need we consider the Ghost, who is be- 
coming quite an institution in these days.

She conducted her research 
and gave him her notes, which subsequent- 
ly appeared in a magazine with her employ- 
er’s name, and no other alteration or addition 
at all; and a very creditable piece of work it 
was. Ambition tempts men to fall into the 
abyss of engaging the services ot the Ghost. 
Poverty tempts other men—and women—to 
enact spectral part. | | 

To sum up, the chief advantage of collab- 
oration is that it is certain to produce clear- 
ness of purpose, a well-defined plot, and dis- 
tinct characters. There is the danger that 
there may be too much distinctness—a loss of 
rr enough left to the imagina- 

on. 
distinct; they change from Gay to day; they 
possess more than one characteristic; the 
miser is not always paring the cheese; the 
man of science is not alwaysin his laboratory; 
the shrew is sometimes good ‘tempered; the 
wanton is sometimes serious and chaste. 
That is a real danger, and it is only to 
be avoided by giving, as I have demand- 
ed, the final revision to one of the two part- 
ners. As for collaboration being a sav- 
ing of labor, it may be so sometimes, but I 
would not press that point. From my own 
experience I should say that it is not, especi- 
ally when it results in the improvement of the 
work, anysaving at all. Meantime, let it be 
remembered thatthe dramatist or the novel- 
ist can find nothing more helpful to his work 
than to talk over it. When a plot, an inci- 
dent, a situation, a character is discussed, a 


thousand combinations occur to one or other 


in conversation. Those which are useless, in- 
artistic, or unnecessary are most easily picked 
out and thrown away in conversation. Those 
which remain are most easily passed in re- 
view in conversation. 

A Partner Hard to Find. 

The great, the very great, objection to liter- 
ary partnerships is the difficulty of finding 
your partner. Mr. Brander Matthews has 
found several; I have only found two. To 
take a man into partnership even for a short 
story or a hort play is an act attended with 
great risks—it may be to invite failure, with 
certain quarrels, recriminations, and preten- 
sions. Why did the novel fail? Because of 
the other man. Why did the thing take on? 
In spite of the other man. Of course one 
knows men who could not possibly say such 
things. Unfortunately there are men who 
could and would. Therefore one would ad- 
vise a youn literary man not to 
touch partnership until he has proted 
his own strength. Perhaps not even then. 
It is not always that an artist can 
admit another man to work upon his canvas. 
But let him not hamper himself at the outset. 
When he has had a few years’ experience the 
man whom he would now willingly accept may 
be very far below him. Reputations in litera- 
ture are made sometimes very suddenly and 
very unexpectedly. Let him, therefore, wait. 
In any case a literary partnership, though it 
may result in many voiumes when the partners 
are happily able to work together evenly and 
harmoniously, without jealousy, without meas- 
uring each other’s share, can only, from the 
nature of the case, be one from book to book 
from play to play—from one fable to 
another. 

There is one kind of collaboration not put 


forward by Mr. Brander Matthews, which may 


be recommended very strongly to every young 
literary workman. I would advise him to find 
among his friends—cousins, sisters—a _ girl, 
intelligent, sympathetic, and quick; a girl who 
will lend him her ear, listen to his plot, and 
discuss his characters. Sne should be a girl 
of quick injagination, who does not, or can- 
not, write there are many such girls. 
When he has confided to her his characters 
-all in the rough, with the part they 
have to play all in the rough, he may 
reckon on presently getting all back again, 
but advanced. Woman does not create, but 
she receives, molds, and developes. The 
figures will go back to their creator, distinct 
and clear, no longer shivering unclothed, but 
made up and dressed for the stage. Merely 
by talking with this girl everything that was 
chaotic has fallen into order; the characters, 
dim and sha have become alive, full 
grown, articu As in every-day life, so in 
imaginative work, woman is man's best part- 
ner—the most generous—the least exacting, 
the most certain never to quarrel over her 
share of the work, her share of the glory, her 
share of the pay.

“Jimmy” Lane, the Oldest Settler in Chi- 
cago, Aged 98 Years. 

There is one man in this great city who 
boasts of being the oldest settler, and if his 
memory has not failed him, and his certificate 

of baptism is correct 
he has attained his 98th 
year. 
“Jimmy” Lane, as 
he is familiarly known, 
and after whom Lane 
place is named, was 
born on the borders of 
Cork and Limerick, in 
1794, and for fifty-six 
years he has been a 
resident in Chicago. 
While still a young 
man, Lane left his na- 
tive village and came 
“samy”? LANE. tothis country, and it 
is another of his boasts that he has enjoyed 
every day of his life since he first put his foot 
on American soil. In appearance he is 
slightly under the average height, with a slim 
figure, keen blue eyes, and gray hair. 

Jimmy“ Lane, at this day, leads a happy, 
cheerful life with some of his family at No. 
19 Lane place, Hesays he does not know 
what real sorrow is, and as for sickness it is a 
total stranger to him. 

J can dance with the best of them today.“ 
said he, and as for taking a fall out of a man 
in a fair, square wrestle, I guess I can get 
away with the best of them. But nobody says 
unkind things to me and has not for these 
many years. I recognize that Iam an old 
=* — I feel that God has been good to 

; but when the Creator is ready to call me 
— from this 4 255 Tem ready and content 
to go.’ 

8 the — 1847, 48, and 49 Mr. Lane 
was a member of the Board of Aldermen, but 
since then be says he has not been in auy way 
interested in politics. When he settled in this 
city he embarked in the live-stock business, 
and in connection, with it controlled a large 
butcher business, from which he realized a 
comfortable competence 

“Did I ever drink and Or 1 stay up 
late at night? Yes, indeed; I have gpeen 
guilty of these and most 1 in the 
calendar. Yet I have been fortunate enough 
to have enjoyed the best of health throughout 
my life. My memory is getting a little off 
lately, and I cannot remember the thousand 
and one incidents of my life. But I am strong, 
exceedingly so. Just squeeze my hand and see 
if you can make me cry out. O, no’’; and the 
old gentleman laughed until tears rolled 
down his cheeks as he crushed the reporter’s 
hand beneath his own. 

Everybody knows me here in Chicago,“ 
he continued, and with a laugh, worthy of a 
much younger map, he went on to recount hig 
many feats of strength and endurance, 
Way, I could race any man in the town in my 
time, and I really believe that I could make a 
good run with you just now. But nobody 
challenges me; the people recognize me as an 
old boy who is daily growing Hunger until I 
sometimes really believe I am a boy again. I 
have a good, strong blackthorn stick which 
my son-in-law brought me from Ireland and, 
if any oneshould molest me, he might be sorry 
for it after I finished with him.“ 


He Runs Up-Stairs. 

- wads ou want to see my gold medal? 
Weil, thought so. I'll run up-stairs and 
bring it down to show you the esteem in 
which I am held by tne people of this great 
eity.“ He bounded out of the room and went 
up the stairs with the agility of a man of forty 
years. He soon’ returned and exhibited a 
gold medal of the size of a florin, which he 
explained had been presented to him Aug. 25, 
1890, by the German Society of Chicago, On 
the front is a representation of Fort Dearborn, 
with the inscription :

ALTEN ANSIEDLER—

On the reverse side is inscribed:

The tenis side of the medal, Mr. Lane said, 
was intended to represent Fort Dearborn, 
where he fought the Indians. 

Long John Wentworth was a great 
friend of mine and the boys at the Calumet 
club often ask me for stories about him and 
other old fellows who used to wake th: ngs up 
in the times that have gone. I used to go to 
all the dances and I take a turn to this day 
whenever I’m invited. You, perhaps, think 
that I can't dance, but you od 4 just sce me 
once.“ 

Mr. Lane, who had worn a wide-brimmed 
silk hat of an ancient make, removed it from 
his head and put on his gold-rimmed spec- 
tacles. In this guise he presented a capital 
likeness of the late President of France, M. 
Thiers. He had grown all at once sympa- 
thetic and his eyes filled with tears, as he re- 
counted the numerous funerals he was called 
upon to attend. 5 

“Only yesterday,“ he said in a subdued 
voice, | “I was at two funerals. Johnny 
Reilly’s was one. He used to belong to the 
old Fire Department and was an old ‘citizen. 
The other.was.the funeral of Mrs, Crawford, 
whom [ had known these many years. My! 
how the old--foiks are dying away,“ and he 
brushed away a tear that had escaped below 
his spectacles. 

The next moment he was all cheerfulness 
again, and his face beamed as he said: 

Come often and haye a chat with me. My 
memory is giving ont à trifle, but I remember 
a lot some days. l'm not a politician these 
times, but I’m a good citizen and never forget 
to cast my vote. I would knock any man 
down with my blackthorn who attempted to 
interfere with my constitutional privilege on 

election-day.“

THE FINE ARTS, 


Mention was made last * of a memorial 
to the young sculptor, Martin rege recently 
modeled in Paris by. Daniel French, the 


brother of W. M. R. Ne 1e 


The illustration will give a fuller idea than words 
could express of the conception and arrangement 
of this work, which must certainly rank as one of 
the masterpieces of American sculpture. 


Dickens, in one of his works, introduces the ob- 
servation that in the newspapers there are found 
in onecolumn the announcement of people offer- 
ing their services in all lines of employment, and 
in the column next toit those of people demand- 
ing the same services. Many Chicago artists who 
work in black and white and _ publishers 
in the city bear a similar relation 
to each other. The artists are capable of 
doing the sort of work which publishers, who are 
unacquainted with their capabilities, seek in vain 
and are forced to send to other cities to have ex- 
ecuted. In order that publishers may be brought 
into a closér acquaintance with these artists and 
their work, the Chicago Society of Artists has 
organized a black and white exhibition to be held 
in a few weeks at its galleries in the Athenaeunt 
Building. 

The work exhibited will comprise pen and ink, 
wash crayon, and pencil drawings. besides etch- 
ings and other examples of reproductive art, aud 
will not be confined to the productions of the 
members of the society alone, but include those 
of other artists in the city and from abroad. 
About 300 works have been accepted by the jury, 
which was obliged to fix a high standard of ad- 
mission on account of the large number sub- 
mitted. Invitations will be sent out for the open- 
ing reception at an early date, and it is intended 
that the collection shall remain on view for two 
weeks or more,

At O’Brien’s Messrs. Irwin and Lane have on 
exhibition a part of the collection which they 
had at the Auditorium Hotel, together with 
several new pictures. Among the latter is a head 
#f a young girl, by Piot, whose pretty face might 
be insipid if painted by an artist of less ability, 
but which under his treatment is charming. 
There is a small picture by Kennedy Jens, 
scarcely larger than a man’s hand, illustrating a 
passage of Schiller’s ** Songiof the Boll,“ by the 
figure of a young man sdated at a desk, with 
writing materials and books strewn about die- 
tracted by the ringing of his door-bell. The work 
has almost the finish of a Meitsonier, which it 
resembles in subject and treatment. 

Other new works are Salvator Rosa Painting in 
the Borghese Gardens,“ by Guerra, a clever work, 
showing the artist painting out under the trees 
with an audience of some ladies,a courtier, a 
Cardinal, and others on a seat behind him; a 
well-painted head by Defregger, and an attractive 
genre subject, Le Retour du Marche’’ oy Adrien 
Moreau. The French schoal of 1830, early Dutch 
painters, and the modern French, English, and 
American painters are well represented.

In regard to the Sunday opening of the 
Metropolitan Museum, the Art Amateur says: 
Mrs. Stuart revoked her intended gift of

In the mean- 
while Mr. Henry G. Marguand steps into the 
breach and, with customary munificence, gives 
$50,000 to the museum without imposing any con- 
ditions.

The Art Students’ League, a society com- 
posed of pupils of the Art Institute, is to at- 
tempt a journalistic enterprise. Forty shares 
of stock at & a share have been subscribed for by 
members of the league, and the first monthly 
issue is announced for March 1. Each number 
will contain two reproductions in photogravure 
of the best studies selected each month from the 
work of the school by the professors, besides pen 
and ink sketches by members of the society. The 
literary portion of the public tion is to be con- 
fined chiefly to art topics and criticism. Mr. 
Beggs is to be editor in chief, and Mr. Marsh and 
Miss Cushman assistants, 

The league held a meeting Wednesday after- 
noon, when Mr. John H. Vanderpvel spoke upon 
the subject of Student Life in Paris,” giving an 
account and impressions of his life as an art stu- 
dent in and around the great art center. 
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There is an exhibition now open at the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts illustrating the tech- 
nical methuds of reproductive arts, with a special 
reference to the modern photo-mechanical proc- 
esses through the periods covered as far into the 
past as the fifteenth century. Each subject is 
illustrated with prints and the tools, plates, etc., 
with which they were produced. A descriptive 
catalogue has been prepared by Mr. S. R. Koeh- 
ler, which furnishes a history and a technical 
treatise on the various methoils of engraving 
which might well serve as a handbook on the 
subject. 

The fourteenth exhibition of the Society of 
American Artists will be held at the Fifth avenue 
art galleries, New York, from May2to28. Mr. 
Samael T. Shaw has offered a prize of $1,000 for 
the best figure picture shown in the exhibition by 
an American artist on condition that the prize 
picture shall become the property of the founder. 
Timeo Vanaos et dona ferentes may express the 
sentiment of some of the painters who intend to 
send their pictures to this exhibition. Many 
American figure painters’ produce works for 
which $1,000 would be but a small remuneration, 
and such a prize cannot have other than the dele- 
terious effect of discouraging them from exhibit- 
ing any works on which they place a higher value. 


There wiil be on exhibition tor several days 
at Thurber's a large picture by Mettling, owned 
by a Chicago collector... The subject is a strongly 
painted figure of a peasant woman walking along 
with a large tin canon her arm. There is a sug- 
gestion of the rude simplicity of Millet's ficures 
in the drawing and action of this one, though the 
color and manner of painting shows the work of 
a man of more skill and less depth of feeling.

The leading markets satisfied pretty much 
every one yesterday. Wheat bulged early to above 
c, pleasing the buils; then broke back. and 
closed at about the latest price of the previous 
day, pleasing the bears.

The leading flaures in the wheat pit were Les- 
ter, Coster-Martin, Logan, Orr, Gifford, Pard- 
ridge, and Schwartz-Dupee-McCormick. There 
was a great deal of buying and selling on Eastern 
account, Some of the traders believed that the 
higher cables reported in private advices from 
New York, and which were followed by liberal 
selling orders, were sent for the purpose of put- 
ting the market up to sell on, but the private ad- 
vices Were practically confirmed by the late pub- 
lic cables, 

Pardridge attracted a little more attention 
than he did the previous day. He was generally 
called for margins for about 5c a bushel. This on 
a line of 5.000,000 bu meant $250,000, but he put it 
up and went on selling wheat. He sold up to 92c 
and then quit and waited. When it declined to 
below 92c again he turned buyer and got back all 
he sold at a profit. probabiy, on the morning’s 
deal. He still expresses the greatest confidence 
in the downward course of the market, and says 
he expects to see it touch 80c in the near future. 


THE MARKETS. 


The market started off yesterday morning with 
most all of the local traders playing for a break 
They sold freely, Pardridge being with them, and 
succeeded in getting the price off about %c, from 
924%4¢ to 91%c.

At this price there was developed a 
willingness on the part of some of the longs to ac- 
cept profits and their wheat came out freely, A 
denial ot the reports of damage to the French 
crop and the fact that the exports were not quite 
up to expectations brought out larger offerings 
and the decline was almost as rapi i as the ad- 
vance had been. When the price got below 92c 
on the break Pardridge began to buy. and from 
that down to gie he bought freely, covering a 
good share of his line. The feeling at the close 
was barely steady at 91½ e. The late cables con- 
firmed the early reports of a big advance at Paris, 
aud other continental markets were also higher. 
Receipts in the Northwest were liberal, and re- 
ports relating to the condition of winter wheat 
were a little more favorable. The inquiry for 
cash wheat was moderately active and prices 
averaged higher, though the advance was 
lost when the speculative market declined.

MODIFICATIONS OF OUR CLIMATE, 


We Are Promised Milder Winters for 9,000 
| Years. 

Popular Science News: Every now and 
then some weather sage predicts extremely 
cold winters and another ventures to say that 
the sun is gradually losing heat and in time 
arctic cold will prevail over the globe. What- 
ever may have been the changes during the 
vast cycles of time prior to the advent of man 
or whatever may be the changes in the time 
to come one thing is quite certain, that our 
climate has been much modified within the 
There have been 
fifteen climatic changes since the be- 
ginning of the glacial age, each 
change lasting 10,500 years and each 
change reversing the season m the 
two hemispheres, the pole which had enjoyed 
continuous suminer being doomed to undergo 
perpetual winter for 10,500 years, and then 
passing to its former state for an equal term. 
The physical yy upon the earth’s surface 
during the last 80,000 years modified the 
changes of climate even in the Arctic regions, 
so that the intense cold of the former epochs 
was much modified during the latter epuchs.”’ 

Reckoning these climatic changes in their 
order we had entered the epoch of a more 
genial temperature about 1,500 years ago; and 
if no disturbing change takes place during the 
present epoch we may reasonably expect a 
gradual modification of our winters for 9,000 
years to come, The changes to intense cold 
from perpetual summer during the greater 
part of the glacial period are supposed to have 
been caused by the high temperature of the 
north pole as compared with that of the routh 
pole, owing to the distribution of land amy 
the two, the south having almost none. r. 
Croll thinks it was caused by the varying in- 
clination of the earth’s axis, which produced 
the relative positions of the two poles toward 
the sun to be periodically reversed at distant 
periods. Dr. James Geikie with Croll 
on the reverse of seasons every 10,500 years 
during certain periods of high elipticity of 
earth’s orbit. But it may be asked, How 
could the fauna and flore. 


self atthe quaternary age wasof extreme 
vigor. We ‘know this from the little which is 
left us, but more especially from the presence of 
a large nuinber of herbivorous animals—stags, 
horses, elephanta, rhinoceri, etc., which ani- 
mated the plains and valleys of Europe and 
America at that time. Evidently they could 
not have lived and propaga themsel ves 
without abundant vegetation for nourishment 
and development. 

That which has deceived the adherents of 
the glacial theory, as understood in its abso- 
lute sense, is they have generally placed a too 
high estimate on its extent and intensity. It 
needs but a little effort of the reasoning pow- 
ers to come to the conclusion that the earth 
had cooled to the degree that all animal and 
vegetable life could exist upon it, and that 
a portion of the earth’s surface permanently 
covered with snow and ice was absolute- 
ly indispensable to the existence, per- 
petuity, and well-being of animal and vege- 
table life. There is everything to show a mod- 
ification of climate in our own days. If this 
goes on in the future as in the past, there will 
be a marked difference in the temperature 
200 or 300 years from now. Even a degree in 
1,000 years would effect a great change in the 
course of time. The lowering of four degrees 
established the ancient extension of i 
though it did not interrupt animal or vege- 
table life.

Meeting Famous Literary People. 
Among the most delightful receptions where 
the élite of society and the most famous in the 
literary world assembled were those given by 
Mrs. James T. Fields of Boston. Such men as 
Emerson, Longfellow, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
and Lowell were often present, and on one 
occasion I met there Anthony Trollope, the 
English novelist, whose works were then more 
or less in vogue. The discussion, I remember, 
was about the recompense of authors. Trol- 
Jope said he had reduced his literary efforts to 
a matter-of-fact busis, and wrote so many 
words to a page and so many pages to a chap- 
ter. He refrained from using the word 
money—the English shrink from the word 
money—but managed to convey to his 
hearers the fact that a considerable 
consideration was the main _ incentive 
for his litefary, labor. I do not recall 
any brilliant remark made by him. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne was such aretiring, shy man, I 
id not meet him, although he came to Mrs.

Singing Before England's Royalty. 

Every season while I was in London I was 
invited to sing at the Court concerts, Only 
two Court concerts are given in a season, and 
the invitation to sing at them is in the nature 
of agreat compliment. A Court concert was 
unique, and had an air of aristocratic frigidity 
about it amounting oftentimes to the ludicrous. 
Royalty, Peers of the land, and foreign Ambas- 


sadors or representatives were the only audi- 


tors. It is a trying ordeal in many ways for 
the prima donna who makes her first début at 
a court concert. The stage is arranged with 
chairs, rising tier above tier, very much like 
the stage for oratorio singers. Before royalty 
appears the singers seat themselves on the stage 
and remain there until their tura comes to sing. 
After singing he or she ‘sits down again and 
waits until the concert ends. The tiresome 
waiting to sing is not appreciated by the art- 
ists, who feel more like marionettes than any- 
thing else; but they see the fine dresses and 

orgeous jewels Of the ladies and the rich uni- 

orms of Ambassadors and court officers, and 
the scene is one to be remembered. When f{ sang 
first at a court concert the pomposity prelimi- 


nary to the entrance of royalty amused me. 


The lords in waiting upon the royal party filed 
in first, some being gold sticks in waiting and 
some silver sticks in waiting. Then followed 
the Prince of Wales, his wife, and other mem- 
bers of the royal family. Everything wasstiff 
and conventionai and subordinated to the 
cast-iron rules that obtain at court. The 
most dispiriting feature to me was the ab- 
sence of applause. No matter how 
well a singer acquitted herself her ears 
were never charmed with applause 
or any kind of demonstration. When 
the Prince of Wales wished to express * 
proval he merely moved his program a little 
with his fingers, and that with one hand down 
on the arm of his chair. A hand-clap would 
have been sozial death to any one except tne 
heir-apparent. The Queen does not attend 
these concerts. 7 

When the concert was over the singers re- 
mained on the stage, and the royal person- 
ages passed out just infront of the stage, 
where they had an opportunity to pause and 
indulge in conversation with the prima don- 
nas. After the concert a supper was‘always 
served for the singers. 

With Patti in Concert.“ 

Once Patti and I sang at the same court con- 
cert, and when it ended I remember the diva 
received attention exclusively from the gentle- 
men, while I was visited both by the lad ies and 
gentiemen. I was the only American singer 
present, and the special attention I received 
from the ladies was more than a compliment. 
At that time Patti and Nicolini were 
not married, and the papers had much to sa 
about the tenor’s desertion of his family. I 
suggested to Patti at supper that she should 
goto America. Nicolini, with much alarm, 
said: What! Patti take a sea voyage? Do 
you want to kill her?“ My belief is "Nicolini 
was afraid ot the ocean voyage, but he and 
Patti, in their many farewell tours, are more 
than wiling to brave the dangers of ocean 
traveling.

a At a Court Concert. 

The last court concert I sang at an incident 
occurred that 1s ludicrously impressed upon 
my memory. The Duchess of Edinburg 
entered in the Prince of Wales’ party. 
i dressed and sparkling 
wit famous Russian rubies, 
the size of small eggs. Her gown was 
white, of thick heavy silk, and was a tie-back, 
the style then worn. Somehow she managed 
to sitdown awkwardly, and her dress got up 
high enough to expose her large feet, which 
were clad in white shoes. Before each chair 
there was a footstool,and there the Duchess sat 
the entire evening, her feet posing, against her 
will. on a temporary monument. It was a 
study to watch her, because she has a fiery 
temper, and her face showed she wanted to 
get up and pull down her dress and hide her 
rooust pedal extremities. Court etiquette was 
inexorable and the Duchess suffered. After 
all, the royal people have discomforts that I 
do not envy. 

About Patti and Nilsson. 

Some one asked me about Patti’s voice. 
She has a fine voice, and, on the whole, she is 
the most remarkablesinger Jever heard. Patti 
is essentially mechanical, and her sucecss is due 
to her wonderful voice; but as an intelligent 
actress, a creator of parts, oreven as an inter- 
esting personality she never Gould approach 
the peerless Christine Nilsson. I consider the 
latter the most intelligent and interesting 
artist on the operatic stage. Indeed, 
Nilsson has originality and - magnetism, 
a com bination irresistibly captivat- 
ing to the refined and educated. 
Her singing was the embodiment of dramatic 
expression, and she never had to violate all the 
canons of lyrical art by introducing “‘ Home, 
Sweet Home in grand Italian opera to satis- 
fy a high-priced audience. There are some 


outrages which true artists will never submit 


to, and they should be honored. 
When Emma Abbott Fegan. 

It has been said that I am responsible for 
Emma Abbott’s career upon the operatic 
stage. It is not my wish to speak harshly of 
her, now that she is no more, but I may be 

ardoned if I deny the allegation. The 

rst time I saw Emma Abbott 
in Toledo, in 1868, where I was sing- 
ing in opera. She was poorly clad, 
and was going about playing a guitar and sing- 
ing. Her poverty and her desire to get on 
naturally appealed to me, and I was instru- 
mental in raising a subscription for her so 
she could come East. She asked me frankly 
if I thought, sbe could make her living by 
her voice, and I said yes. My 
idea was that she intended to sing in 
churches, and I believe she did when she came 
to New York. She was then 19 years old, 
which would have made her about 45 at the 
time of her death, although her age was given 
as 36. Never at any time a lyrical artist, she 
possessed a tireless energy, and succeeded by 
it alone. 

With Dynamite Underneath Me. 


It is impossible for me to relate in one ar- 
ticle a tenth of the interesting episodes, hing- 
ing on personalities, that I have either par- 
ticipated in or witnessed.

I did not meet the Czar, 
but was introduced to several members of the 
royal family. 

After all, there is no place like America. I 
began my career here and expect to end it 
here. The old world is rich in its past his- 
tory, but the new world is far richer in energy 
and the blessings of liberty. In this republic 
we are all Kings and Queens.

“Young” Russell Sage. 

One of the most umexpected results of the 
dynamite throwing in the office of Millionaire 
Russell Sage a few weeks ago is the death of 
a good fellow, popularly known as “Young 
Russell,“ although he was neither young nor the 
son of the old financier. Sage senior, although 
physically one of the healthiest and most 
active men in Wall street, is nearer 80 than 70 
years old. He has no children} but has 
always been fond of his nephew and name- 
sake, who, until recently, was a well. preserved 
man of 50, and likely to reach 100 if avoid- 
ance of work would save him. He was known 
among his friends as a man who could ap- 
pear fresh and manly on less exercise than 
any other man alive who moved at ali ex- 
cept around a billiard table. Uncle 
Russell determined years ago to make 
of this nephew a financier who would 
worthily keep the family name alive in Wall 
street, and to thatend placed Russell Jr. in 
the directories of several great railway com- 
panies, but the younger man, though 
owner of aclear head, did little but vote as 
his uncle suggested and then hurry back to 
his club, Finally came the dynamite inci- 
dent, soon after which the younger Sage be- 
gan to imagine men threatening his life, and 
the continuous agitation is believed to have 
brought on e disease of which he 
died. More useful men could have 
been better spared for a_ leisurely 
fellow who, like “Young Russell,“ had 
always a smile and a merry word for whoever 
might meet him, is hard to find, even among 
the many men of leisure in this big city. The 
older Russell, by the way, is least known by 
one of hig most noteworthy acts. When he 
was a member of Congress a few years before 
the Civil War he offered a resolution, never 
before offered in that body, that Mount Ver- 
non, the estate on which Washington lived 
and died, should be purchased and kept up 
by the Nation. The Ladies“ Mount Vernon 
Association?“ was more patriotic than Con- 
gress, but that was not Uncle Russell’s fault. 

Two great social events occurred this week 
—Mrs. Astor’s ball and the annual ball of the 
Société Culinaire Philanthropique, more fa- 
miliarily known as the French cooks’ ball.“ 
Each was a grand success as to attendance 
and refreshments, but men who visited both 
with an eye for poy girls yielded the palm 
to the French. This cooks’ ball, which is also 
an exhibition of ornamental dishes by famous 
chefs of public and private establishments 
offers the best opportunity in the Uni 
States for seeing a lot of good midale- 
class French people enjoyin them- 
sel v They attend by families, any 
children but those in arms being admitted; 
they all seem to know one another, and al- 
though tickets are sold to outsiders, the object 
being to accumulate a fund for benevolent 
purposes, the visitor is expected to behave as 
well as iu any one’s pariors, in which respect 
it vastly differs from the so-called French 
balls“ with which it is sometimes confoundeds 
It always has been a favorite of our Aldermen, 
for although some of these officials are neither 
useful nor ornamental in places where good 
manners aud clean clothes are obligatory. 
they do dearly love a free feed, and know 
good meat and drink when they sce it. Not 
even the historie Broadway railway steal and 
exposure roused the board to such alarm and 
indignation as the refusal, several years ago, 
of free tickets to the French cooks’ ball. 

The Fall of a Hotel. 

How rapidly this city’s centers of activity 
change is shown anew this week by the re- 
tirement, after an arrangement with cred- 
itors at 33 cents on the dollar, of the lessees of 
the Grand Central Hotel. T'wenty years ago 
this house was the largest and most popular 
hotel in the United States. It wason the best 
part of Broadway below Union Square, and 
was always crowded with the best paying class 
of local and transient guests; its table was 

its bar the most famous 
city, and within its walls 
was a noted theater— Winter Garden. 
“Jim” Fisk’s 
extraordinary career was ended by the pistoi 
of Ed Stokes, now the manager of a hotel 
equally famous, But the character of that 
part of Broadway. changed; a score of new 
and big hotels were built farther up-town, 
each drawing away part of the older hotel’s 
custom; the Southern guests, to which the 
Grand Central afterward specially catered, 
did not come as numerously as of old, the 
theaters moved farther up-town, and last year 
Broadway in front of the hotel was 
torn up for months. The lessees 
made a gallant fight against fate, 
but at last were compelled to retire with a 
wealth of experience and good will, but next 
to nothing which could be turned into cash. 
Yet a mile farther up town a new hotel goes 
up every year to add to the score or more that 
always are crowded; a mile farther down 
town the Astor House, oldest of all ourfamous 
hostelries, turns away many would-be guests 
daily, doing more business than when Daniel 
Webster used to stop in while on the road be- 
tween Boston and Washington. 

There can be no doubt that rich people can 
afford all the music they want, no matter what 
the price, yet there is a rumor afloat that the 
Metropolitan Opera-House, erected a few 
years ago regardless of expense, by subscrip- 
tions of $10,000 each, is in the market. No 
matter how much the Four Hundred pay for 
their boxes or what is demanded for the re- 


-maining seats or how liberally the stockhold- 


ers subscribe to help managers out of holes,“ 
grand opera in this city can never be made 
to pay expenses. he old Academy of 
Music was a sink into which money 
had to be poured. unceasingly when- 
ever there was an opera company in town, 
and some of the subscribers were always ready 
to give away their stock to any one who would 
guarantee the payment of subsequent assess- 
ments.

all it costs, and they 

be sorry to learn of 

a possible purchaser. Opera—lItalian opera, 
is dead everywhere else in the world; New 
York has long been believed to be its last 
chance, but New York seems to be declining 
the implied honor unless the institution can 
maintain itself according to ordinary busi- 


ness principles. Yet German opera, which the 


richer class affects to dislike, seems amply 
able to take care of itself, and our prospect 
for next year seems to be, German opera or 
none. If none, the finest place of amusement 
in America will be longing for an enterprising, 
responsible lessee. The old home of Italian 
opera, its boxes replaced with closely massed 
seats, has no troubie about paying expenses, 
for there is a circus on the stage; the multi- 
tude know what they want and are willing to 
pay for it, but no cheap show cotld pay the 
taxes and gas, bills of the big new opera- 
house.

-RENAN’S SWAN SONG. 


A VOLUME THAT IS LIKELY TO BE 
THE GREAT FRENCHMAN’S LAST. 


He Calls It “ Recollections, Letters, and 
Addresses "—A Work That Is the Result 
of a Publisher's Solicitation, but Con- 
tains a Host of Good Things — The 
Author's Review of His Own Labore 
Possibilities of the Hereafter — Kind 
Words for George Sand. 


New Vonx, Feb, 4,—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—In the literary world of France there 
is no more interesting figure to-day than M. 
Ernest Renan. If he had never written any- 
thing but his Life of Jesus’? he would have 
been a power in French literature, but he has 
done more—he has written The History of 
the People of Israel,“ he has written a volume 
of Souvenirs,“ and he has written the pres- 
ent volume of Recollections,, Letters, and 
Addresses, which the Cassell Publishing com- 
pany will issue early next week. The work is 
likely to be Mr. Renan’s last; or, as his pub- 
lishers poetically put it, the Swan Song of 
the Great French Thinker,“ for the reports 
that come to us of his health are not very re 
assuring. 

Let not the reader settle himself down with 
this book in the conviction that he has a good 
dish of gossip to feast upon. 
dock is nothing of the sort. It is a medley of 
recollections, letters and addresses, as the 
title implies, more or less personal, but rather 
critical than gossiping. We have to thank 
the late Calmann-Lévy. who was the friend as 
well as the publisher of Renan, for this de- 
lightful volume. In one of the last visits he 
paid to the College of France, in May, 1891, 
he calculated, with the author, the delay which 
the completion of the fourth volume of The 
History of the People of Israel would entail, 
and the result of this calculation was that it 
could be finished only for the end of the year 
1892, That left the public without a new 
book of Renan’s fora longer time than it 
likes to be, so M. Calmann-Lévy said: Could 
you not give me, in the meantime, a volume of 
miseellanies which could appear next winter?“ 
J enumerated to him,“ says M. Renan, “sev- 
eral instructive articles which had never been 
collected together, 
‘take me as the measure of the public. What 
we wish from you, just now, is a volume in 
the style of your Souvenirs,“ interesting for 
everybody, simple, personal——’ ‘I have,’ 
Itold him, ‘several Breton papers, made up 
of oid images, already firmly fixed. Perhaps 
others will occur to me. But, in order to 
form a volume from them, years would be re- 
quired.’ Lou have also some short speeches, 
some lectures. Could you not with these com- 
pose a volume which would forma sort of 
sequel to your So ivenirs?“ ”’ ‘ 

A Reluctant Consent Won. 

M. Renan put forth the arguments of a mod- 
est man but was overruled. At the time when 
he began his Souvenirs, that series of my 
confidences, as he calls them, in the Revue 
de Deum Mondes, he inet Jules Sandeau, who 
told him that he had found pleasure in read- 
ing them. Dulcia vitia!’? answered M. 
Renan; the public, which is indulgent now, 
wilhtake its revenge some day. And how 
shall I know when it is on the point of chang- 
ing its mind?’ . . . “No, Renan, he 
replied, the public will always be glad when 
yuu speak to it of yourself.“ 

But to go back to the great publisher. 
Says M. Renan: 

A few days after the conversation which I held 
with my dear Calmann I heard one morning of the 
fatal biow which had taken him from us. Great 
was my grief. Calmann Was one of the best men 
whom 1 have ever known. He really belonged to 
the tribe of those who love peace; hezhad no pre- 
sumption, no pride, none of the defects which 
lead men astray and render them unhappy. The 
serenity of his soul was that of a good man, sure 
of being in accord with superior rule. He had 
true piety, that which comes from a tradition re- 
ceived by —? nents, and he yp tee Hillet's pre- 
cept: * e N N. | 
— .. The frightfu . of this epoc 
not attacked his house, for he was not an egotist, 
himself. The profound sentiment of affection 
and respect which his collaborators cherished for 
him was touching. He had solved for himself the 
great difficulty of our time, which is to make 
numerous subordinates contribute to a common 
work. He solved it by making them himself be- 
loved by them, by making them love what they 
did. Ah! if all the chiefs of great industries did 


| the same the ulcers which are devouring us and 


which threaten the life of modern society would 
soon be healed. 

It was in his family, above all, that he was him- 
self, calm, happy. sure of recovering new life in a 
united family, in perfect accord with him. Every 
day he played for an. hour with his grandsons, 
tasting that great joy of seeing the windows of 
life open on one side, when they were closing on 
the other. The veneration which he cherished for 
his brother during the latter's life and after his 
death arose from the admiration which he felt 
from childhood for the astounding intelligence of 
Michel; that marvelously lucid brain, that sur- 
prising activity subjugated him, He had not cre- 
ated the house, but he was well constituted to 
maintain and continue it. His rare 288 
enabled him to avoid all errors; thanks to him 
the great publishing establishment founded by 
Michel remained at the service of French letters, 
a powerfal instrument in disseminating them. 
The hours which he came to spend with me re- 
stored my youth. 1 feel the need of uprightness 
about me, like to have the pages on which i 
write well ruled, and as 1 grow older my great 
joy is to retrace old memories. Farewell, dear 
Calmann! 

Looks Into His Own Soul. 


M. Renan begins talking of himself.in the 

reface, from which the foregoing is quoted. 

e gives a clear statement of his beliefs at the 
present time and his hopes in the future. One 
cannot but have a friendly, almost a tender 
feeling toward aman of Renan’s profundity 
who talks so simply and so freely on subjects 
of such vital importance to himself. He 
says: 

I. perceive more and more clearly that we know 
very littleof what we would liketo know. In 
Nr one must have confidence in the in- 

nite goodness, and guard one's self against vain 
eagerness. One gains nothing by import un in 
truth, by soliciting it every day. That is a ba 
sign, if you like; truth is deaf and cold, and our 
ardor has no effect upon her. Die neue Philoso- 
phie—Die neuere Philosophie—Die neueste Phil- 
osephie (The new Philosophy—The newer Philos- 
ophy—The newest Philosophy). Good heavens! 
how childish are these risin on of emphasis! 
Why thus dispate with each other for priority in 
error! Let us learn to. wait; perhaps there is 
nothing at the end; let us learn to be ignorant, 
that the future may know. Who knows? Per- 
haps truth is sad; let us not be in such a haste to 
learn it. 

I am pained by the sort of agitation which I 
perceive in the young peuple who, by the privilege 
of their age, should be so serene. One would say 
that this young generation had read neither the 
history of philosophy nor Ecclesiastes. ‘* What 
has been is that which will be. But, dear 
children, it is useless to give yourself such a head- 
ache. . . . Why rise in revolt against truths 
as old asthe world? Was it only yesterday that 
it was discovered that man is a fragile and perish- 
able creature? Iam not one of those of whom 
that very ancient prophet speaks, qui nihil 
patiebatur super contritione Joseph. 

Still in his preface M. Renan says: 

Ihave been much reproached for preaching 
that religion which is easy in appearance, but 
which in reality is the most difficult of all. Not 
every one is gay who wills to be so. For that one 
must come of an ancient race, which has not suf- 
fered surfeit; one must also be content with one’s 
life. My life has been that which I wished, that 
which I conceived as the best. If I had to live it 
over again I would not make any great change in 
it. On the other hand. I am a little afraid of the 
futuro. 1 shail have my biography and my legend. 
My legend? . . . Havingsome experience of ec- 
clesiastical writers | can sketch out in advance the 
way in which it will be written ub in Spanish in 
some Catholic review of Santa Fé, in the year 2000. 
The legends of the enemies of the official church 
are all run in the same mold. The end which the 
book of the Acts attributes to Judas “ crepuit 
medius” (he burst in twain) forms the perfunc- 
tory base of them. For one part of historical 
tradition, I shall end like that, in a manner com- 
bined from Arius and Voltaire. Heavens! how 
black Ishall be! so all the more, use the 
church, when she feels that she is lost, will end 
with malice; she will bite like a mad dog. 


Craves His Countrymen’s Good Opinion. 


M. Renan‘confesses that he would like to 
be set right with his countrymen and that he 
‘should not feel indifferent at bemg the ob- 
ject of a fine funeral in Paris.” He does not, 
however, expect to have justice dealt out to 
him until after 500 years. n there will be 
more people who think as he does. Now he is 
in the minority. One can hardly be surprised 
that theologians and orthodox people general- 
ly hold up their hands in horror at what they 
regard as M. Renan’s flippancy. Here is a

Among the things which must be believed there 
is, first, God the Father. Let us see—does he be- 
lieve in God the Father?“ O1 ves,“ answered 
Dominique. on that point his solidity defies 
attack.” That is a great deal, my son; that is 
a great deal, replied the old man. 

His History of Israel's People, 

Of The History of the People of Israel,“ 
which M. Renan regards as his life work, he 
gives this interesting and reassuring bit of in- 
formation: 

The History of the People of Israel Down to 
the Appearance of Christianity” is finished. I 
shali still require a long time to correct the 
roofs; but the foundation of the book is settled. 
if 1 were to die tomorrow the book could appear. 
with the assistance of a good corrector. The 
arch of the bridge which still remained for me to 
construct between Judaism and Christianty is es- 
tablished. I have succeeded. so far as 
is possible, in showing the special soil 
whence Jesus sprung. Thus my prin- 
cipal duty is accomplished. At the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres the work on the 
rabbis is also nearihg its end, and the corpus in- 
scriptoruin semiticarum is in excellent hands. All 
this causes me great inward satisfaction, and that 
is what makes me believe that, after having paid 
nearly all my debts, I may. well amuse myself a 
little, and, without scraple, surrender myself to 
the joy of gathering together these leaves which 
are often slight. y tine has been so good to me, 
it has pardoned me so many faults, that 1 hope it 
will exercise its customary indulgence toward me 
ou this occasion also. N 

Among the people to whom M. Renan pays 
especial tribute are Victor Hugo and George 
Sand. Of the former he says: 

M. Victor Hugo was a great man. He was, 
above all, an extraordinary man. a unique man. 
He seems to have been created by a special nomi- 
nating decree of the eternal. All the categories 
of literary history were thrown into confusion in 
him, That criticism which shall one day seek to 
disentangle his origins will find itself in the pres- 
ence of the most complicated problem. Was he 
French, German, Spanish! He was all this and 
something wore. His genius is above all distinc- 
tions of race. None of the families idto which 
the human race is divided physically and morally 
can claim him. 


A Tribate to George Sand. 


Of George Sand, with whom he was person- 
ally acquainted, he says: 

Mme. Sand has sometimes been reproached for 
that indulgence which, it was said, prevented her 
feeling suflicient indignation against evil, left her 
disarmed in the presence of her enemies, de 
her forget quickly outrage aud calumny. tags 
because she had, in fact, a very different work 
do from occupying her mind with such 
petty thoughts, Hate the foolish—great heavens ! 
reply to all the absurdities, wear out her 
life in a fruitless struggle, place herself at the 
mercy of her iusulters by giving them the right to 
think that they can wound what madness, 
when the world is ast, when the universe con-

charming things te contemplate! 0. ud 
had not the ordinary defect of literary people. 
She knew no self-iove. Her life, passed, in spite 
of appearances to the contrary, in a profound 
peace, in noble disdain of plebeian judgments, 
was throughout an ardent seeking after the 
forms under which it is permitted us to admire 
the infinite. 

She took no precautions against pharisees. She 
did not provoke them, but she never thought of 
them. er candor, her artlessness permitted her 
to indulge in miracles of disdain and of admira- 
ble serenity. Yesterday, an hour before her 
funeral, some literary reticences, dominated by 
respect, could be expressed among those whom 
a desire to render her homage had assembled 
in her park. A nightingale suddenly began 
to sing in a voice so swret that many 
said: “Ah! that is the speech which is 
really in place here; her evlogium is that which 
fiows from the breast swelling with the love of 
simple and pure being. Her funeral was what 
it should have been. She reposes in the corner of 
a rustic cemetery, beneath a fine green cypress. 
All the inhabitants of the country round about 
were SY all wept. With much tact, it had 
been felt that the ideas of the simple women who 
came to pray for her, hooded, chaplet in hand, 
must not be troubled. That coffin, covered with 
flowers, borne by peasants, must traverse the 
church. For my own part, 1 should have re- 
gretted to pass, without entering, that porch 
sheltered by great trees; I should have regretted 
the absence of the old chanter who intoned the 
psalms without understanding them, and of the 
choir boy who carried the holy water with an air 
of abstraction. 


Mme. Sand traversed all dreams; she smiled on 
all, believed for @ moment in all; her practical 
judement was sometimes led astray; but, as an 
artist, she never made a mistake. Her works are 
really the echo of our century. She will be loved, 
she will be sought, when this poor nineteenth 
century which we calumniate, but which will one 
day be pardoned much, shail be no more. George 
Sand will come to life again as our interpreter. 
The century has not received a wound at which 
her heart has not bled; it has not suffered u 
malady which has not wrung from her harmoni- 
ous tears. Her books bear promises of immor- 
tality because they will be forever the testimon 
of that which we have desired, thought, felt, suf- 
fered. 

I should like to quote more, for to read M. 
Renan, and to read him translated as well as 
Miss Hapgood has translated him, is a red- 
letter day in one’s literary experiences. He 
is not an easy man to translate, either, for so 
much depends upon preserving his style. This 
Miss Hapgood has done admirably and those 
who have not added the knowledge of the 
French language to their other accomplish- 
ments will not be made to regret it with so 
good a translation as this before them.

FIND MUCH FAVOR.

Effect Produced by the Transfer of the 
Morse Collection of Pottery—As Treated 
in Soeiety—Doings of the Folk-Lore So- 
ciety—Infantile !rudition at the Hub 
Fighting a Lottery—Proposed Anniver- 
sary Observance of the Witchcraft Hor- 
rors of Salem. | 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 4,—|Special Corré- 
spondence.|—The transfer of the Morse col- 
lection of Japanese pottery to the Boston Art 

Museum has at last been effected. The pur- 

chase was practically arranged and the money 

subscribed last spring, but owing to one cir- 
cumstance and another the transaction has 
been concluded only this week. There is talk 


of a private lecture ia the gallery where the 


collection is exhibited to the subscribers to 
the $80,000 purchase fund, dnd this would be a 
pleasant way to celebrate the happy ending of 
the matter. The museum and the folk of Bos- 
tou are alike to be congratulated on coming 
into possession of the finest collection of 
Japanese pottery in existence, especially as it 


is arranged with what it is not too much to 


call scientific skill. It is a thing, moreover, 
which cannot but become more and more 
valuable as time goes on, particularly as it is 
already impossible to make such a collection. 

The fashion of the day is in a manner Jap- 
anese here this winter. We have been blessed 
with the Japanese entertainment given by the 
Folk-Lore Society, in the first place. The 
Folk-Lore Society might be offended if I 
spoke of it as a device for finding amusement 
in the guise of zeal for folk-lore, albeit it is to 
be feared that there is no other phrase which 
will come so near the truth, Once it mustered 
in force and went to the Chinese theater, 
which had a brief and precarious existence 
here; itin turn has patronized the Italian 
puppet-show, that enchauting bit of Sicilian 
life transferred to the North End which the 
Bostonians have tried hard to spoil; it has 
done various things of one sort and another— 
generally of another, so to say, since they 
were out of the beaten path of amusements 
generally—and its latest exploit was the Jap- 
anese tea aforesaid. 

There was tea, of course. It was served by 
society women gotten up to represent Jap- 
anese women, and really representing the 
Parisian idea of what a Japanese woman is 
like. Then there were the real Japanese women 
who have figured in New York and at Newport 
in the stores of the Japanese company. These 
Oriental young women danced various Jap- 
anese dances with taste and some skill, and 
there was twanging of Japanese instruments 
„and that sort of row-de-dow,’’ as one irrev- 
erent yeung man who had not the fear of the 
Folk-Lore Society before his mind designated 
it. There was, moreover, a Japanese juggler 
who was nothing extra; and there were the 
personal servants of various folk who have 
been in Japan, such as Percival Lowell and 
Ernest Fenollosa, utilized in various ways to 
lend completeness to the Oriental effect. 
What will be done next, Boston waits to see. 

An Odd Selection, 

It is a little odd that the selection of poet 
for Harvard’s Phi Beta Kappa meeting this 
year should fali upon Mr. Fenoilosa after 
that honor has already been enjoyed by Mr. 
Lowell. Some one has asked whether the

The Shinto belief seems to be the old superst 
tion of Japan upon which ‘Buddhism has been 
8 or, to speak more exactly, which 

uddhism overlies. The priests seem to 
possess the power of self-hypnotization, The 
throw themselves into trances during whic 
they are supposed to be under the influence of 
some god, just as the modern trance medium 
is under the influence of a spirit. Their whole 
system of occultism is most interesting, and 
the discoveries which Mr. Lowell has made 
are of inuch value as throwing light upon a 
number of complicated problems.

Now it is dis- 
appearing from the program, and there is rea- 
son to suppose that its day is over. 

The mention of the theaters leads one natur- 
ally enough to the cadet theatricals.

IRRIGATION IN INDIA. 


A MARVELOUS AQUEDUCT BUILT 
BY THE GOVERNMENT, 


It Is Constructed by the British with «a 
View of Making Provision Against the 
Famine That Would Otherwise Result 
from Drought—Details of the Ganges 
Canal—Other Systems for the Distribu- 
tion of Water Commenced and Par- 
tially Completed. | 


While it is true that Ca. tornia and Colorado 
have made great progress in irrigation devel- 
opment since the American settlers first grap- 
pled with the subject yet there are many les- 
sons to learn in the various branches of the 
science. It is a fact that there are many Cali- 
fornians who fancy that they “ knew all about 
errigatin’ they want to,” but a little inquiry 
will show that these same self-satisfied irri- 
gators are still in the depths of ignorance with 
regard to the subject of which they claim to 
know so much. The greater number of irri- 
gators in the State, however, are intelligent 
men anxious to learn all they can which bears 
upon this subject, and these will be interested 
ina stupendous work recently completed in 
India and described in the English magazine 
Engineering. 

India, it should be premised, presents what are 
undoubtedly the most ancient irrigation works in 
the world., and also lays claim to some of the most 
extensive and costly systems of he present day. 
The English Government, led by the necessity of 
making provision against famine, has taken a 
lively interest in irrigation enterprises, and in ites 
hands a large amount of expensive canal con- 
struction has been carried out, 

One of the most extensive enterprises of this 
kind is the Sirhind Canal, which has a total 
length of 4,950 miles, of which 503 miles are nav- 
igable, that being one of the prominent features 
ofnearly all the prominent Indian canals, and 
affording a practical demonstration of the feasi- 
bility of a similar enterprise in California, which 
is now under discussion. The Sirhind canal cost 
$12,000,000, of which $400,000 was expended in 
headworks, $6,500,000 in dctual canal construc- 
tion, andthe balancein right of way and other 
features. ’ 

By far the most extensive irrigation system in 
India isthatof the Ganges Canal, which sup- 
plies water for 4,000,000 acres and has a length of 
ly 4,000 miles,

A Leading Feature. 


One of the leading features of this, as of other 
canals in India, is the elaborate and substantial 
character of the works by which the water is di- 
verted from the parent stream and the canal car- 
ried across water courses which cut ite channel. 
No such works are seen in any other part of the 
world. Tocarry the Ganges Canal through cer- 
tain districts the tracks of mountain torrents had 
to be crossed in many instances. Sometimes the 
torrents had to be diverted in other direc- 
tions and sometimes they were provided with 
broad channels of masonry to carry them peace- 
fully over the bed of the canal. Monster wires 
rivers whence the 


had to be built across the big 
supply of water is taken, and the canal carried 
across broad streams on aqueducts. The Ganges 
Canal, for instance, crosses the Solani River on 
an immense aaueduct three miles long. The 
aqueduct consists of earth-work proaches, 
whith carry the canal across the low valley sub- 
ject to overflow, and fifteen arches of masonry of 
fifty feet span each across the normal bed of the 
river, Over this aqueduct flows a stream 200 feet 
broad and twelve deep, 1 

On a portion of the same system an immense 
agueduct has just been completed across the 
Kali Naddi River. This structure is known as 
the Nadrai aqueduct, and it was designed as an 
extention of the irrigation scheme of the Upper 
Ganges Canal, conceived and constructed by dir 
Proby Cantley about the time of the mutiny, and 
was opened in the year 1576. Inthe year 188 
the Lower Ganges Canal had 564 miles of main 
line and 2,060 miles of minor distributaries, and 


irrigated 519,022 acres of crops. From 
this it will be seen bow important a 
line of irrigation this canal constitutes. 


and how urgent the reconstruction of the 
aqueduct was. The new aqueduct replaces one 
of much smaller size —viz. : five spans of thirty-five 
feet, which was damaged bya high flood in Oc- 
tober, 1884, and completely destroyed by another 
high flood in July, 1585. 
he Kali Naddi, for the greater part of the 
ear, is a very insignificant stream, some fifty 
ot in width only, but on the date mentioned it 
was swolien into ariver a mile wide and in places 
twenty-five feet deep, In addition to the con-. 
struction of the Nadrai aqueduct all the railway 
and road bridges below it were also destroyed and 
many villages swept away. ; 
The proportion of the foundation to the super 
structure of the new Nadrai aqueduct can be 
gathered from the fact that three-fourths of the 
expenditure of money and time were consumed by 
what is now hidden below ground, 


Construction of the Foundations. 


The foundations consist of 268 circular brick 
cylinders or wells, as they are always called in 
India, all sunk fifty-five feet below the river bed, 
There are 15 bays of 60 feet, divided into three 
groups of five each by abutment piers. The 
abutment piers consist of a double row of 12-feet 
wells, spaced two feet apart and the ordinary 
piers * a single row of 20-feet wells similarly 
spaced. 

The wells areall sunk through a stratum of 
stiff yellow clay, averaging 15 feet thick, into a 
substratum of pure sand. The wells are all heart; 
ed with hydraulic lime concrete filled in by skips, 
and in each pier the wells, by corbe out the 
brickwork, are joined together for the super- 
structure of tbe pier. 

The total quantitv of well sinking was 15,019 
lineal feet, or nearly three miles, and was ex- 
ecuted by hand and steam dredging. It was com- 
menced in May, 1886, and completed in May 1588. 
The arching wag commenced in November, 1888. 
and finished in April, 1889. 

The well sinking and arching went on night and 
day, the work being lighted by ten arc lights of 
2,500 candle-power each. 

The solidity of the great arches and piers and 
the fine sweep of the bastion-like wings all unite 
to give an idea of vast strength and stability, 
while the monotony of such a large surface of 
fagade is relieved by the effect of light and shade 
obtained by the bold corbeling out over the 
spandrels to form a support for a roadway on 
either side of the canal, and the long horizontal 
lines of the cornice and railings are broken up by 
a tower at each end and one at each ofthe abut- 
ment piers. : |

THEY HAD NO SLEEP FOR DAYS, 


Terrible Sufferings of the Three Prisoners 
Who Escaped from the Soudan. 
Father Ohrwalder, who, with two Catholic 
Sisters, escaped recently from captivity at 
Omdurman, has told the story of the escape. 
The preparations for the flight were in prog- 
ress fora whole year. About twelve months 
before the fugitives escaped in the night 
Father Ohrwalder dispatched an Arab mes- 
senger to Bishop Sogaro in Cairo with a letter 
begging him to arrange some plan with the 
messenger for their escape. The Egyptian 
Govérnment took great interest in the matter 
and provided the messenger with an abundance 
of money to assist the prisoners. The messen- 
ger returned to the capital of the Mahdi’s suc- 
cessor and cantrived secretly to inform the 
father and the sisters of the assistance he had 
brought them. He returned only about a 
month before they set out. The. Arab bought 
four good camels for the journey, and the 
month wag spent in getting ready for the 

flight. : 

After dark on the evening of Nov. 28 last 
the two sisters and a negro girl, all wearing 
black wrappers after the manner of slaves 
joined the Arab and two companions, who had 
brought the camels a short distance from their 
dwelling. The four camels were muzzled so 
that they could not utter eries. It was neces- 
sary for two persons to mount on each camel. 
For about an hour they rode at a fast trot 
until they had left all the houses behind them. 
Then they followed the left bank of the Nile 
till morning at the swiftest possible pace. 
They met quite a number of people traveling 
on donkeys toward Omdurman, but owing to 
the darkness no one recognized them. When 
day began to break they left the road and 
traveled about two hours’ distance from the 
river, lest they should be recognized during 
the day. 

All that day they rode without dismounting 
over stony and sandy country, up hill and 
down, Toward evening they approached the 
river again in order to obtain water. All that 
night they traveled along the caravan route 
pausing only a little while for biscuits and 
water, .They rode three days and three nights 
without a break, One of the Sisters fell ex- 
hausted from her camel, and wished to be left 
behind, but her friends compelled her forcibly 
to remount. They were in constant danger of 
failing asleep on the camels. most won- 
derfui thing is that the camels stood the terri- 
ble and incessant work. As it was, they were 
nearly dead when the fugitives reached a place 
of safety. 

On the morning of the fourth day they had 
left Berber behind them, and they camped 
about three hours’ distance from the river. 
They remained there in concealment all day. 
They desired at night to cross the river. The 
ferryman, however, declined to take them over 
till morning, which * alarmed the 
fugitives, for if they waited till morning they 
would probably be seized. While they were 
talking to the ferryman two youhg fellows 
who were standing near gave them to under- 
stand by signs that they would take them over 
after his departure. That was help, indeed. 
It was nearly midnight when they crossed the 
river. Then they filled their water bottles, 
watered the camels, and set out once more on 
unknown desert paths. 

Near Abu Hamed they approached the river 
again to get water. That was another critical 
point. They filled their bottles, ate some bis- 
cuit, and then entéred the great desert again, 
and had gone only a few miles when they 
heard the cry of acamel behind them. They 
realized that they were being pursued by a 
mounted Arab. They stopped, and their es- 
cort had a talk with the fellow. The Arabs 
informed them that they were lost, as 

man was unwilling to accept money and 
let them go on their way. On i 
the Sisters fainted. The Arabs in 
Father Ohrwalder’s employ resolved, under 
the desperate circumstances, that if the man 
would not come to terms would so far 
disable him that he could do no harm. At 
length, after a long ley, the man agreed 
to accept $20 and let the party go in peace. He 
further assured them he would not inform the

Loves Humor for Humer’s Sake. 

When Marshall P. Wilder chats of himself 
he talks in a most entertaining way. Mr.

In this way I have grown wealthy, 
and my present income is about $14,000 a 
year. I like work; too, and I have no doubt 
that from my shape and disposition that had I 
lived in different times I should have been 
jester at some King or nobje’s court.
